PREAMBLE, 


Whereas:  The  Association  known  as  the  Conduc- 
tors Brotherhood  was  instituted  at  Mendota,  111.,  on  the 
6th  day  of  July,  A.  D.,  1868,  by  the  conductors  from  various 
railroads  in  the  United  States,  and 

Whereas:  A  reorganization  was  effected  at  Colum- 
bus, Ohio,  on  the  15th  day  of  December,  A.  D.  1868,  and 
the  Grand  Division  thereof  organized,  a  constitution  and  by- 
laws adopted,  and  Grand  Officers  elected  by  representatives 
from  tli&five  original  Divisions,  and  the  several  railroads  of 
the  United  States,  and 

Whereas:  Said  constitution  and  by-laws  conferred 
upon  the  Grand  Division,  which  was  to  be  composed  of  the 
Grand  Officers,  and  representatives  from  the  five  original 
and  all  subsequently  organized  Divisions,  so  long  as  they  re- 
mained in  good  standing,  authority  to  alter  or  amend  exist- 
ing laws  and  make  new  laws  and  regulations  for  their  gov- 
ernment, and 

Whereas:  At  the  Eleventh  Annual  Session  of  the 
aforesaid  Grand  Division  the  name  of  the  Association  was 
changed  from  Conductor's  Brotherhood  to  Order  of  Rail- 
way Conductors,  and 

Therefore,  The  Order  of  Railway  Conductors  by 
their  Board  of  Directors  at  a  regular  meeting  held  at  the 
^es  of  the  Association  in  Cedar  Rapids,  Iowa,  on  the  gth 
f  June,  1 891,  and  in  accordance  with  the  direction  of 
•  and  Officers  nresentatives  of  the  said  Order

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CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE  I. 

TITLE. 

Section  i.  This  Association  shall  be  known  as  the 
Order  of  Railway  Conductors. 

DIRECTORS. 

Sec.  2.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  be  the  G.  C.  C, 
A.  G.  C.  C,  G.  S.  and  T.,  the  Trustees  and  members  of  the 
Insurance  Committee,  and  their  successors  in  office. 

MEETINGS  OF. 

Sec.  3.  Meetings  of  the  Board  may  be  called  at  any 
time  by  the  chairman,  provided  each  member  is  notified  at 
least  ten  days  prior.  A  majority  of  the  Board  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business.  Exr 
of  members  attending  meetings  of  the  Board  sh«^  .  aid 
from  the  treasury  of  the  Order,  when  the  account  have 
been  approved  by  the  Trustees. 

ARTICLE  II. 

THE  GRAND  DIVISION— OF  WHOM  COMPOSED. 

Section  r.  The  Grand  Division  shall  be  composed  of 
the  following  members: 

1.  The  Grand  Chief  Conductor. 

2.  r  The  Assistant  Grand  Chief  Conductor. 
•  3.    The  Grand  Secretary  and  Treasurer. 
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4.  The  Grand  Senior  Conductor. 

5.  The  Grand  Junior  Conductor. 

6.  The  Grand  Inside  Sentinel. 

7.  The  Grand  Outside  Sentinel. 

8.  Trustees. 

9.  Members  of  the  Insurance  Committee.  All  of  whom 
shall  be  elected  by  ballot  biennially  except  as  hereinafter 
provided. 

10.  All  Past  Grand  Chief  Conductors,  and  until  after 
the  23d  annual  session  of  the  G.  D.,  all  who  have  served  four 
consecutive  years  as  delegates  from  their  respective  Divi- 
sions, or  Grand  Officers,  provided  nothing  in  this  paragraph 
shall  deprive  any  present  permanent  members  of  their 
membership — so  long  as  they  remain  members  of  Divisions 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  G.  D. 

11.  The  absence  of  any  permanent  member  from  three 
consecutive  regular  sessions  of  the  Grand  Division  shall  for- 
feit his  membership  therein. 

12.  One  representative  from  each  Division,  except  as 
hereinafter  provided. 

Each  of  the  above  enumerated  members  shall  be  hir- 
ed a  credential  on  application  to  the  Grand  Secretary 
all^be  entitled  to  one  vote. 

All  members  of  the  Order  who  are  in  good  stand- 
ing shall  honoraiy  members  of  the  Grand  Division,  en- 
titled to  Adi  mission  during  any  of  its  sessions,  unless  ex- 
cluded by  a  maje  rity  vnte  a\s-d  upon  application  of  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Division  of  which  they  are  members,  shall  be 
furnished  with  credentials  as  such,  by  the"  Grand  Secretary 
upon  payment  of  the  prescribed  fee.  \^ 

JURISDICTION  OF.  ^ 

Sec.  2.  The  Grand  Division  shall  be  known  &s  the 
Grand  Division  of  the  Order  of  Railway  Conductors  of 
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America,  and  it  shall  have  exclusive  jurisdiction  over  all 
Divisions  which  are  now  in  existence  or  may  hereafter  be 
constituted  in  America,  and  to  whose  constitution,  by-laws, 
edicts  and  resolutions  all  Divisions  and  members  of  the 
Order  shall  render  true  obedience. 

SESSIONS. 

Sec.  3.  All  sessions  of  the  Grand  Division  shall  be 
regular  or  special.  The  Grand  Division  shall  convene  in 
regular  session  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  May  of  each  alter- 
nate year  begining  in  1891,  at  1  o'clock  p.  m.,  in  such  place 
as  may  be  designated  from  time  to  time.  A  special  session 
of  the  Grand  Division  may  be  called  by  the  G.  C.  C.  or 
Trustees  at  any  time  when  deemed  necessary,  provided 
thirty  days'  notice  be  given  to  all  Divisions,  but  no  business 
shall  be  transacted  at  such  special  session  except  that  spec- 
ified in  the  call.  No  session  of  this  Grand  Division  shall  be 
opened  unless  there  are  present  the  representatives  of  a  ma- 
jority of  the  Divisions  in  good  standing,  except  for  funeral, 
dedication,  installation  or  other  ceremonial  exercises,  when 
a  special  session  may  be  opened  by  the  G.  C.  C.,  or  his 
deputy,  without  notice  to  Divisions,  and  not  less  than  five 
honorary  or  other  members  of  the  Grand  Division. 

ROLL  OF  MEMBERS  AND  OPENING  OF. 

Sec.  4.  The  Grand  Secretary  shall  prepare  as  early 
as  practicable,  before  the  opening  of  each  session  of 
the  Grand  Division  a  roll  of  members,  placing  thereon  the 
names  of  all  the  Grand  Officers,  permanent  members  and 
representatives  of  Divisions  which  are  entitled  to  represen- 
tation, who  present  proper  credentials.  All  others  who 
claim  seats  shall  be  referred  to  the  Grand  Division,  which 
body  shall  have  exclusive  jurisdiction  over  its  members 
with  power  to  revise,  alter  or  add  to  the  roll,  subject  to  the 
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limitations  of  this  Constitution.  After  the  opening  of  the 
Grand  Division,  no  name  except  of  a  Grand  Officer  shall  be 
added  except  by  its  order,  and  after  2:00  P.  M.of  the  second 
day  of  the  session,  no  name  shall  be  added  unless  two-thirds 
of  the  members  present  vote  in  favor  thereof. 

The  Grand  Chief  Conductor  shall  call  to  order  at  1  :oo 
P.  M.  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable,  on  the  day  desig- 
nated for  the  opening  of  any  session  of  the  Grand  Division, 
and  if  there  be  the  constitutional  number  of  representatives 
of  Divisions  present,  he  shall  proceed  with  the  business  of 
the  session;  if  not  he  shall  declare  the  meeting  adjourned  to 
meet  daily  in  accordance  with  rule  iv  of  the  special  rules  of 
order,  for  three  days,  unless  a  constitutional  number  be 
present  before  the  expiration  of  that  time. 

POWER  OF. 

Sec.  5.  The  powers  of  the  Grand  Division  are:  First, 
Legislative;  second,  Judicial,  third,  Executive. 

All  general  powers,  legislative,  judicial  and  executive, 
not  expressly  delegated  to  subordinate  Divisions,  and  all 
powers  necessary  to  enforce  or  carry  into  effect  this  consti- 
tution or  any  laws  hereafter  enacted,  repose  in  this  Grand 
Division.  The  judicial  powers  of  the  Grand  Division 
may  be  exercised  by  the  Grand  Division,  or  delegated, 
and  are: 

1.  Orignfai;  embracing  all  matters  of  controversy  aris- 
ing between  any  of  the  Divisions  under  its  jurisdiction  or 
the  members  of  different  Divisions,  and  the  enforcement  of 
discipline  on  its  own  members,  and  Divisions  under  its 
jurisdiction. 

2.  Appellate;  embracing  all  matters  of  controversy  or 
discipline  over  which  it  has  or  has  not  original  jurisdiction. 

3.  This  Grand  Division  has  also  power  over,  and  con- 
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trol  of  the  Benefit  Department,  and  shall  make  all  laws  nec- 
essary to  govern  the  same. 

4.  No  member  of  the  G.  D.  shall  be  questioned  in  any 
other  place  for  any  speech  or  debate  made  during  the  ses- 
sion of  the^G.  D. 

ARTICLE  III. 

GRAND   OFFICERS — AMENABILITY  OF. 

Section  i.  Every  officer  and  member  of  this  Grand 
Division  must  be  a  member  of  some  Division  under  its  jur- 
isdiction, except  in  case  the  Division  of  which  an  officer  is 
a  member  ceases  to  exist  during  his  term  of  office,  he  may 
fill  the  unexpired  term.  The  Trustees  and  members  of  the 
Insurance  Committee  shall  be  considered  Grand  Officers, 
and  during  the  recess  of  the  Grand  Division  the  Grand 
Officers  are  amenable  only  to  the  Trustees  and  no  one  else 
can  prefer  charges  against  them,  during  their  term  of  office, 
providing  this  section  shall  not  debar  any  person  from  mak- 
ing complaint  to  the  Trustees;  or  from  preferring  charges 
against  any  past  Grand  Officer  for  acts  committed  during 
his  term  of  office. 

election,  terms  and  qualification  of 

Sec.  2.  The  election  of  Grand  Officers  sh^il  be  a 
special  order,  and  shall  occur  immediately  after  roll  call  on 
the  first  Wednesday  of  each  regular  session,  and  the  terms 
of  all  Grand  Officers,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  shall 
be  two  years.  All  terms  shall  commence  on  the  second 
Tuesday  in  June,  but  all  officers  shall  serve  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  regularly  qualified.  The  Grand  Officers  elect 
shall  qualfy  by  taking  the  oath  of  office  at  the  session  by 
which  they  are  elected. 
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THE  GRAND  CHIEF  CONDUCTOR — DUTIES  OF. 

Sec.  3.  The  Grand  Chief  Conductor  is  the  official 
head  of  the  Order,  and  as  such  it  is  his  duty  to  preside  at 
all  sessions  of  the  Grand  Division,  appoint  the  following 
standing  committees,  to  consist  of  five  members  each;  that 
on  Insurance  Appeals  to  be  composed  of  members  of  the 
Benefit  Department: 

1.  On  Report  of  Grand  Officers. 

2.  On  Division  Reports, 

3.  On  Jurisprudence. 

4.  On  Grievances  and  Appeal. 

5.  On  Insurance  Appeals. 

All  special  committees  not  otherwise  provided  for,  a 
Marshal  at  the  installation  of  officers  and  all  processions  of 
the  Grand  Division,  decide  all  questions  of  order  without 
debate,  subject  to  appeal  to  the  Grand  Division  by  any 
member  thereof,  sign  all  orders  drawn  upon  the  Grand 
Treasurer,  see  that  the  laws  of  the  Order  are  strictly  ob- 
served, that  the  work  on  all  degrees  is  exemplied,  where 
convenient  upon  a  bona-fide  candidate,  by  Grand  Officers 
or  competent  persons  at  every  regular  session  of  the 
Grand  Division,  that  all  Grand  Officers  faithfully  perform 
their  duties,  possess  such  authority  while  the  Grand  Divi- 
sion is  in  session,  as  appertains  to  his  high  office,  and  exer- 
cise all  the  executive  functions  of  the  Grand  Division  when 
it  is  not  in  session.  He  shall  be  ex-officio  Chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Directors. 

PRIVILEGES  OF. 

Sec.  4.  He  may  convene  any  Division  at  any  time, 
preside  therein,  inspect  its  work,  correct  its  errors,  and  re- 
quire conformity  to  the  regulations  of  the  Order. 

He  may  on  proper  application,  grant  charters  to  insti- 
tute new  divisions,  and  letters  of  dispensation  for  the  follow- 
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ing  purposes:  To  try  members  of  defunct  Divisions 
against  whom  charges  maybe  preferred;  to  propose  and  con- 
fer the  degrees  at  the  same  meeting;  to  permit  divisions  to 
change  their  place  of  meeting  from  one  town  or  city  to  an- 
other, and  to  elect  and  install  officers  when  necessary.  He 
may  arrest  the  charter  of  any  Division,  but  such  arrest 
shall  only  continue  until  the  next  session  of  the  Grand 
Division,  which  body  alone  can  revoke  the  charter.  He 
may  suspend  from  his  official  functions  any  officer  in  any 
Division,  but  such  suspension  shall  not  deprive  such  Officer 
of  his  standing  in  the  Order  or  his  right  to  represent  his 
Division  in  the  Grand  Division  until  his  case  has  been  ad- 
justed, and  at  the  opening  of  the  Grand  Division  he  shall 
submit  an  address  setting  forth  all  his  official  acts  and  ex- 
penditures, and  such  suggestions  as  he  deems  of  interest  to 
the  Order. 

COMPENSATION  OF  GRAND  CHIEF  CONDUCTOR. 

Sec.  5.  The  Grand  Chief  Conductor  shall  receive  the 
sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  payable  monthly. 

SPECIAL   DEPUTY   GRAND    CHIEF   CONDUCTORS — 
APPOINTMENT. 

Sec.  6.  The  G.  C.  C.  may  appoint  Deputies  and  any 
Deputy  so  appointed  shall  be  for  the  time  of  his  appoint- 
ment the  immediate  representative  of  the  Grand  Chief  Con- 
ductor, but  shall  possess  only  such  power  as  is  expressly 
delegated  to  him  in  his  appointment,  and  he  shall  immedi- 
ately after  the  conclusion  of  the  duty  for  which  he  was  ap- 
pointed submit  in  writing  a  full  and  complete  report  of  his 
action  to  the  Grand  Chief  Conductor. 

ASSISTANT  GRAND  CHIEF  CONDUCTOR. 

Sec.  7.  The  Assistant  Grand  Chief  Conductor  shall 
assist  the  Grand  Chief  Conductor  in  the  discharge  of  his 
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duties  as  presiding  officer  during  the  meeting  of  the  Grand 
Division,  preside  in  his  absence,  and  in  case  of  his  death, 
removal  or  resignation,  the  Assistant  Grand  Chief  Conduc- 
tor shall  succeed  to  the  office  of  Grand  Chief  Conductor 
for  the  unexpired  term.  He  shall  receive  for  his  services 
the  sum  of  $2,000  per  annum,  payable  monthly,  and  his 
legitimate  traveling  expenses  shall  be  paid  after  being  ap- 
proved by  the  Trustees. 

COMPENSATION   OF  THE  GRAND  SECRETARY  AND 
TREASURER. 

Sec.  8.  The  Grand  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall  re- 
ceive for  his  services  the  sum  of  $3,ooo  per  annum,  payable 
monthly. 

DUTIES  OF. 

Sec.  9.  The  Grand  Secretary  and  treasurer  shall 
keep  a  true  record  of  the  proceedings  of  '  the  Grand  Divi- 
sion proper  to  be  written,  receive  all  fees  and  applications 
and  forward  the  same  to  the  Grand  Chief  Conductor  for  his 
approval,  countersign  all  charters  granted  by  the  Grand 
Chief  Conductor,  preserve  the  archives  and  have  charge  of 
the  books,  papers  and  property  of  the  Grand  Division,  keep 
a  register  of  all  Divisions,  with  the  date  of  their  organiza- 
tion and  place  of  location;  also  a  correct  list  of  their  mem- 
bers, attect  all  official  documents,  conduct  the  necessary 
correspondence  of  the  Grand  Division,  receive  and  have 
custody  of  all  funds  of  the  Grand  Division  from  whatever 
source  and  pay  them  out  by  order  of  the  Grand  Division  or 
as  directed  by  this  constitution,  and  perform  such  other 
duties  as  may  be  required  by  this  constitution  or  laws  or 
regulations  hereafter  adopted.  He  jointly,  with  the 
Grand  Chief  Conductor,  shall  have  power  to  provide  all 
books  and  stationery,  together  with  other  necessary  sup- 
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plies  to  conduct  the  business  of  the  Order,  and  employ  ad- 
ditional help  in  the  office,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the 
Trustees.  And  should  there  arise  a  difference  of  opinion 
between  the  Grand  Chief  Conductor  and  Grand  Secretary 
and  Treasurer  in  regard  to  the  purchase  of  supplies,  or 
other  matter  pertaining  to  the  conduct  of  their  respective 
offices,  the  Trustees  shall  have  power  to  decide  between 
them  and  their  decision  shall  be  final  until  changed  by  the 
Grand  Division;  he  shall  render  vouchers  for  all  supplies 
purchased  by  him,  exhibit  proper  receipts  for  all  money 
paid  out,  and  the  opening  of  the  Grand  Division  shall  sub- 
mit a  correct  report  of  all  business  transacted  by  him,  giv- 
ing detailed  statements  of  all  funds  received  and  expended 
during  the  preceding  biennial  period,  and  before  entering 
upon  the  duties  of  his  office  shall  give  a  good  and  sufficient 
bond  with  surety  or  sureties  satisfactory  to  the  Trustees. 
He  shall  issue  the  first  of  each  month  a  printed  circular  to 
all  Divisions,  containing  restorations,  suspensions,  expul- 
sions, withdrawals,  lost  Division  cards,  and  nothing  else. 
Such  circular  shall  be  for  information  of  the  members  of 
the  Order  only,  and  a  copy  shall  be  kept  on  file  in  each  Di- 
vision for  reference.  He  shall  send  to  Division  secretaries, 
free  of  charge,  a  number  of  copies  of  the  constitution  and 
statutes  equal  to  the  membership  in  their  respective  Divi- 
sions as  soon  as  changes  are  made  and  printed  copies  are 
ready  for  issue.  He  shall  be  the  Secretary  of  the  Benefit 
Department,  and  shall  be  held  under  his  bond  in  the  O.  R. 
C.  for  a  faithful  performance  of  his  duties  as  such,  and  when 
a  Local  Division  is  two  months  in  arrears  for  Grand  Dues 
he  shall  notify  the  S.  &  T.,  and  the  C.  C. 

GRAND  SENIOR  CONDUCTOR. 

Section  io.  "It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Sen- 
ior Conductor  to  examine  Delegates  and  visiting  brothers 
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when  not  vouched  for,  and  to  perform  such  other  duties  as 
maybe  directed  by  the  Grand  Chief  Conductor.  He  shall 
receive  for  his  services  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars 
per  annum;  and  his  traveling  expenses  shall  be  paid  after 
being  approved  by  rhe  Trustees." 

GRAND  JUNIOR  CONDUCTOR 

Sec.  u.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Junior  Conductor 
to  assist  the  Grand  Senior  Conductor  in  the  discharge  of 
his  various  duties,  carry  messages,  and  perform  such  other 
dnties  as  the  Grand  Chief  Conductor  may  direct. 

GRAND  INSIDE  SENTINEL. 

Sec.  12.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Inside  Sentinel  to 
take  charge  of  the  inner  door  of  the  Grand  Division  Room; 
observe  the  will  of  the  Assistant  Grand  Chief  Conductor, 
and  permit  none  to  enter  or  leave  without  his  permission. 

GRAND  OUTSIDE  SENTINEL. 

Sec.  13.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Outside  Sentinel 
to  take  charge  of  the  outside  door;  see  that  it  is  proper- 
ly secured  when  the  Grand  Division  is  in  session;  per- 
mit no  one  to  enter  the  ante-room  without  the  usual 
form  except  by  order  of  the  Assistant  Grand  Chief  Con- 
ductor, and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required. 

THE  RAILWAY  CONDUCTOR. 

Sec.  14.  There  shall  be  published  a  monthly  paper 
entitled  "The  Railway  Conductor,"  which  will  be  in 
charge  of  the  Grand  Secretary  and  Treasurer;  he  shall  be 
responsible  for  all  matter  appearing  in  The  Railway  Con- 
ductor, he  shall  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Grand  Chief  Conductor,  be  empowered  to  contract  for  the 
printing  of  and  advertising  in  The  Railway  Conductor, 
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with  such  firm  and  for  such  time  as  they  deem  for  the  best 
interest  of  the  Order.  They  may  employ  additional  edit- 
orial assistance  when  necessary. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

the  trustees;  powers  of. 

Section  i.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  consist  of 
three  members,  of  whom  the  Senior  shall  be  chairman: 
They  shall  have  full  power  to  call  a  special  session  of  the 
Grand  Division  to  try  any  Grand  Officer  against  whom 
charges  are  preferred,  and  over  all  Grand  Officers,  and 
may  suspend  or  remove  any  or  all  of  them  for  cause,  and 
fill  any  vacancies  (except  the  office  of  Grand  Chief  Con- 
ductor) by  appointment  until  the  next  session  of  the  Grand 
Division.  They  shall  have  free  access  to  the  books  of  the 
Grand  Officers;  and  the  books  of  the  Grand  Secretary  and 
Treasurer  must  be  examined  during  the  months  of  January 
and  June  of  each  and  every  year  by  the  Committee,  with 
expert  assistance  and  a  circular  issued  by  them  to  all  Divi- 
sions, stating  the  condition  of  such  books.  They  shall  have 
full  power  to  remove  any  employe  of  the  General  Office 
for  cause.  There  shall  be  no  purchase  of  furniture  or  fix- 
tures for  headquarters,  except  such  as  are  advised  by  the 
Trustees  and  all  personal  expense  accounts  shall  be  audited 
by  the  Trustees  before  being  paid,  and  they  shall  have 
power  to  revise  and  fix  the  salaries  of  all  clerical  help  em- 
ployed in  the  General  Office.  The  bonds  of  all  Grand 
Officers  who  may  be  required  to  give  bonds,  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  their  approval  and  they  shall  hold  such  bonds  in 
trust,  and  at  the  opening  of  the  Grand  Division  they  shall 
submit  in  writing,  by  their  Chairman,  a  report  of  all  business 
transacted  by  them  during  the  preceding  biennial  period, 
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DUTIES  OF. 

Sec.  2.  Should  any  Grand  Officer  conduct  himself  in  a 
manner  to  bring  disgrace  upon  the  Order,  or  lower  the 
dignity  of  his  high  office,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Trustees  to 
immediately  remove  and  prefer  charges  against  him,  and 
when  necessary  to  call  a  special  session  of  the  Grand 
Division  for  trial;  giving  the  accused  and  all  Divisions  at 
least  thirty  days'  notice  thereof. 

COMPENSATION  OF. 

Sec.  3.  The  Trustees  shall  receive  for  the  faithful 
discharges  of  their  duties  one  hundred  dollars  each  per 
year,  and  their  necessary  expenses  shall  be  paid  by  the 
Grand  Division  after  their  accounts  have  been  passed 
upon  by  the  Trustees  and  the  Grand  Chief  Conductor. 

ARTICLE  V. 

ELECTIONS --TELLERS  OF. 

Section  1.  At  each  election  of  Grand  Officers,  the 
Grand  Chief  Conductor  shall  appoint  three  tellers  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  attend  the  ballot;  collect  and  count  the 
votes  and  report  the  result  to  the  Grand  Chief  Conductor, 
and  it  shall  require  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast  to  elect 
any  officer. 

WHO  SHALL  BE  ELECTED. 

Sec.  2.  There  shall  be  elected  by  ballot,  bi-ennially  a 
Grand  Chief  Conductor,  Assistant  Grand  Chief  Conductor 
Grand  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  Grand  Senior  Conductor, 
Grand  junior  Conductor,  Grand  Inside  Sentinel,  Grand 
Outside  Sentinel,  each  to  serve  two  years,  members  of  the 
Trustees,  and  of  the  Insurance  Committee,  alternately  as 
follows;  In  1893  two  members  of  the  Insurance  Committee, 
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and  one  member  of  the  Trustees,  each  to  serve  four  years,  in 
1895  two  members  of  the  Trustees  and  one  member  of  the 
Insurance  Committee,  each  to  serve  four  years.  No  mem- 
ber shall  be  eligible  to  serve  on  the  Insurance  Committee 
unless  he  is  a  member  of  the  Benefit  Department. 

CALLING  OF  ROLL. 

Sec.  3.  On  all  questions  before  the  Grand  Division 
for  action,  which  require  that  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present  vote  in  the  affirmative  to  adopt,  the  vote  shall  be 
by  the  usual  sign,  but  if  the  result  be  questioned,  the  roll 
shall  be  called  and  an  aye  and  nay  vote  taken;  on  questions 
requiring  a  majority  to  adopt,  the  vote  may  be  by  the  usual 
sign  but  in  case  five  or  more  members  wish  a  recorded  vote 
the  roll  must  be  called,  and  an  aye  and  nay  vote  taken, 

ARTICLE  VI. 

WHO  ARE  ELIGIBLE  TO  GRAND  OFFICE. 

Sec.  i.  Any  member  of  the  Grand  Division  shall  be 
eligible  to  any  officer  therein,  except  as  provided  in  Section 
2,  Article  V,  so  long  as  they  remain  members  in  good  stand- 
ing of  divisions  under  the  *  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand 
Division. 

TO  REPRESENTATON  IN  THE  GRAND  DIVISION, 

Sec.  2.  All  Divisions  that  have  filed  their  annual  re- 
port with  the  Grand  Secretary  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
March,  and  have  paid  their  Grand  dues  and  fees  as  re- 
quired by  Section  1,  Article  IX,  of  this  Constitution,  and 
Sections  1  and  2  of  Article  VIII,  of  the  Statutes;  shall  be 
entitled  to  representation  in  the  Grand  Division  and  no 
others,  provided  the  Grand  Division  may  by  a  two-thirds 
vote  admit  representatives  from  Division  which  have  failed 
to  comply  with  the  above. 
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TO  REPRESENT  A  DIVISION. 

Sec.  3.  Any  member  of  the  order  who  has  been  regu- 
larly elected  shall  be  eligible  as  the  representative  of  the 
Division  of  which  he  is  a  member,  in  the  Grand  Division, 
except  as  provided  in  Section  3,  Article  I,  of  the  Statutes. 

TO  REPRESENTATION  IN  SPECIAL  SESSION. 

Sec.  4.  In  case  a  special  session  of  the  Grand  Divis- 
ion is  called,  any  Division  which  may  have  been  organized 
subsequent  to  the  last  session  shall  be  entitled  to  representa- 
tion therein,  and  may  elect  a  delegate  to  represent  them  as 
hereinafter  provided. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

PAST     GRAND     CHIEF     CONDUCTORS     AND  PERMANENT 
MEMBERS. 

Section  i.  All  Past  Grand  Chief  Conductors,  while 
they  remain  members  of  the  Grand  Division,  shall  receive 
the  consideration  due  the  high  office  which  they  have  filled, 
but  should  any  Past  Grand  Officer  or  permanent  member 
withdraw  or  be  suspended  or  expelled  from  the  Order,  he 
shall  forfeit  all  past  official  rank  and  membership  in  the 
Grand  Division. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

EMBLEMS  OF  OFFICE — GRAND  OEFICERS. 

Section  i.  The  Badge  of  the  officers  shall  be  a  white 
silk  badge  three  aud  one-half  inches  long,  with  a  ''coach" 
pin  at  the  top,  at  the  center  a  pair  of  clasped  hands,  at  the 
bottom  a  bar  one-fourth  inches  wide,  and  the  following 
emblems,  two  and  one-half  inches  long  pendant  from  the 
bar. 
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Grand  Chief  Conductor,  pair  of  crossed  gavels. 

Assistent  Grand  Chief  Conductor,  single  gavel. 

Grand  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  pen  and  key  crossed. 

Grand  Senior  Conductor,  pair  of  staves  crossed. 

Grand  Inside  Sentinel,  a  pair  of  swords  crossed. 

Grand  Outside  Sentinel,  single  sword. 

Insurance  Committee,  hour  glass 

Trustees,  pair  of  Justice's  balances. 

All  metal  to  be  Gold  or  Gold  Plate. 

Past  Grand  Officers  to  be  the  same  as  above,  except 
that  emblem  of  office  shall  be  enclosed  in  a  circle  bar  one- 
fourth  inch  wide. 

Permanent  members  of  the  Grand  Division,  other  than 
Past  Grand  Officers,  a  badge  of  white  silk  two  and  one-half 
inches  long,  with  a  pin  and  bar  as  above  described,  and  a 
pair  of  clasped  hands  pendant. 

Each  Past  Grand  Officer  who  is  a  permanent  member 
shall  be  furnished  with  a  proper  badge  by  the  Grand  Secre- 
tary and  Treasurer  upon  application. 

The  delegate's  badge  shall  be  the  same  as  that  of  per- 
manent members,  green  instead  of  white. 

DIVISION  OFFICERS. 

Sec.  2.  The  badge  of  Division  Officers,  shall  be  cardi- 
nal Silk,  three  and  one-half  inches  long,  same  as  for  Grand 
Officers,  except  that  all  metal  except  pin  must  be  of  silver 
or  white  metal.  Divisions  are  recommended  to  procure 
and  use  these  badges,  but  shall  not  be  compelled  to  do  so; 
regalias  shall  be  used  for  parade  only  by  divisions  that  have 
badges. 

DIVISION  MEMBERS. 

Sec  3.  In  case  Divisions  wish  to  procure  badges  for 
members,  they  shall  be  the  same  as  adove  described  for 
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permanent  members  of  the  Grand  Division,  except  that 
they  shall  be  of  red  silk  and  the  metal,  except  pin,  silver 
or  white  metal. 

SHALL  NOT  BE  CHANGED. 

Sec.  4.  Neither  the  Grand  Division  or  any  Division 
shall  be  required  by  the  provisions  of  this  article  to  change 
any  badges  or  regalias  now  in  use  until  deemed  expedient. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

REVENUE  AND  FUNDS. 

Section  i.  The  fical  year  of  the  Order  shall  com- 
mence January  1.  The  revenue  of  this  Grand  Division 
shall  be  derived  as  follows: 

1.  For  charter  and  supplies  to  form  a  new  Di- 
vision   $60  00  . 

2.  For  every  Division  card  issued  by  the  Grand 
Secretary     1  00 

3.  For  every  credential  issued  to  an  honorary 
member   1  00 

4.  Every  Division  shall  pay  annually  in  advance  for 
every  member  in  good  standing  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year,  and  for  every  member  advanced  or  reinstated  during 
the  year  the  sum  of  two  dollars;  Provided,  nothing  in  this 
clause  shall  be  construed  as  requiring  any  member  to  pay 
Grand  dues  twice  for  the  same  year. 

5.  Grand  dues  may  be  increased  at  any  time  by  the 
Grand  Division,  provided  such  increase  shall  in  no  case  ex- 
ceed two  dollars. 

6.  The  following  will  be  furnished  each  new  Division: 
1  charter,  1  car  with  canvass,  8  rituals,  1  ledger,  50  con- 
stitutions. 1  seal,  25  petitions  for  membership,  50  notices  of 
dues,  50  notices  of  meetings,  1  Secretary's  receipt  book, 
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i  Treasurer's  order  book,  i  record  book,  i  card  register,  i, 
question  book. 

CHARTER  FEE 

Sec.  2.  Charter  fees  must  accompany  the  application 
and  when  custom  duties  are  paid  they  shall  be  deducted 
from  the  organization  fee. 

MINIMUM  FEES. 

Sec.  3.  No  persons  shall  be  admitted  into  this  order 
for  a  less  sum  than  five  dollars,  and  the  initation  fee  must 
invariably  accompany  the  petition. 

COMPENSATION  OF  GRAND  OFFICERS. 

Sec.  4.  All  Grand  Officers  whose  salaries  ^re  not 
otherwise  provided  for,  shall  be  paid  as  compensation  for 
their  services,  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  for  each  session 
during  which  they  perform  their  duties.  This  section  shall 
apply  to  Grand  Officers  appointed  pro  tern. 

APPROPRIATIONS 

Sec.  5.  No  appropriations  shall  be  made  unless  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  present  at  a  session  of  the  Grand 
Division  vote  in  favor  thereof,  and  no  order  shall  be  valid 
unless  signed  by  the  Grand  Chief  Conductor  and  Grand 
Secretary  and  Treasurer,  and  they  shall  jointly  be  held  to  a 
strict  accountability  nor  shall  any  payment  for  which  au- 
thority is  not  given  either  in  the  constitution  or  the  special 
orders  of  the  Grand  Division  be  allowed,  unless  two-thirds 
of  the  members  present  at  a  session  of  the  Grand  Division 
vote  in  favor  thereof. 

BONDS. 

Sec.  6.  On  and  after  January  1,  1892,  the  Grand 
Chief  Conductor  shall  be  required  to  give  a  good  and  suffi- 
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cient  bond  with  surety  satisfactory  to  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors, and  no  bond  given  by  a  Grand  Officer  of  this  Order 
shall  be  for  a  less  sum  than  $25,000,  but  shall  be  for  as  much 
larger  sum  as  is  deemed  necessary  by  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors; when  surety  is  required  for  which  a  premium  is  paid, 
such  premium  shall  be  paid  from  the  Grand  Division 
treasury. 

DISPOSITION  OF  FUNDS. 

Sec.  7.  The  funds  of  the  Order  shall  be  deposited  to 
the  account  of  the  Order  at  least  once  each  week  in  some 
bank  or  banks  designated  by  the  Trustees;  any  and  all  in- 
terest shall  be  added  from  time  to  time  to  the  funds  of  the 
Order,  and  the  G.  S.  and  T.  shall  not  be  held  responsible 
for  any  Joss  by  the  failure  of  any  bank  when  deposit  is 
made  in  accordance  with  this  section. 

ARTICLE  X. 

TRIALS. 

Section  i.  All  trials  before  this  Grand  Division  shall 
be  in  conformity  with  the  code  as  contained  in  Article  IV 
of  the  statutes. 

ARTICLE  XL 

AMENDMENTS. 

Section  i.  All  amendments  shall  be  submitted  in 
writing  by  Division  under  seal  of  such  Division,  or  by  mem- 
bers of  the  Grand  Division,  by  being  filed  with  the  Grand 
Secretary  at  any  time  before  5  o'clock  p.  m.  of  the  second 
day  of  each  session,,  and  be  by  him  referred  to  the  proper 
committee,  and  also  be  published  in  the  proceedings  of  the 
second  day,  which  publication  shall  constitute  first  read- 
ing, within  the  meaning  of  the  law, 
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ORDER  OF  BUSINESS. 

The  following  Order  of  Business  shall  be  observed  at 
all  regular  sessions  of  the  Grand  Division  and  shall  not  be 
suspended  or  set  aside  unless  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present  vote  in  favor  thereof,  except  for  special  orders,  re- 
ception of  delegates'  ©oedentials,  communications,  or  the 
reports  of  standing  committees;  reports  of  standing  commit- 
tees shall  be  in  order  at  any  time  after  the  sixth  order  is 
called.  Communications  may  be  received  and  acted  upon 
at  any  time  by  general  consent,  but  if  objection  is  made  to 
either  reading  or  action  they  shall  lay  on  the  table  until  the 
proper  order,  after  the  fourth  order  is  called  they  shall  be 
in  order  at  any  time.

ARTICLE  XII. 

FEDERATION  LAWS  SHALL  GOVERN. 

Section  i.  In  case  this  organization  enters  into  any 
alliance  or  federation  with  any  other  organization  or  organi- 
zations for  the  purpose  of  mutual  benefit,  the  laws  govern- 
ing such  federation  shall  be  mailed  to  every  member,  and 
such  laws  shall  be  binding  on  the  Order  and  its  members  so 
long  as  the  alliance  or  federation  is  in  force. 
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SUBORDINATE  DIVISIONS. 

ARTICLE  I. 

OF  WHOM  COMPOSED. 

Section  i.  A  chartered  Division  under  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  this  Grand  Division  shall  consist  of  a  Chief  Conduc- 
tor, Assistant  Chief  Conductor,  Secretary  and  Treasurer, 
Senior  Conductor,  Junior  Conductor,  Inside  Sentinel,  Out- 
side Sentinel,  and  as  many  members  as  is  convenient,  and 
no  Division  may  be  named  after  a  living  person. 

ELIGIBLE  TO  OFFICE,  AND  TELLERS. 

Sec.  2.  Any  brother  in  good  standing  shall  be  eligible 
to  any  office  in  the  Division  of  which  he  is  a  member,  and 
at  every  election  of  officers  the  Chief  Conductor  shall  ap- 
point three  members  as  tellers,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
take  charge  of  the  ballot,  count  the  votes,  and  report  the  re- 
sult to  the  Chief  Conductor. 

ELECTION    OF  OFFICERS. 

Sec.  3.  The  officers  of  the  Divisions,and  three  members 
of  each  Division  Committee  shall  be  elected  annually  by  bal- 
lot at  a  regular  or  special  meeting,  which  shall  not  be  earlier 
than  the  1st,  nor  later  than  the  31st  day  of  December,  and  of 
which  the  Secretary  shall  duly  notify  every  member,  except 
that  new  Divisions  shall  elect  officers  for  the  unexpired 
term  when  organized,  and  a  majority  of  all  the  members 
present  shall  be  necessary  to  elect.  And  each  Division  shall 
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also,  at  each  alternate  annual  election,  elect  a  delegate 
and  an  alternate  delegate,  whose  duty  shall  be  to  qualify 
themselves  to  represent  said  Division  at  the  regular  or  spe- 
cial sessions  of  the  Grand  Division.  Provided,  That  should 
charges  be  preferred  against  any  delegate  or  alternate  dele- 
gate, he  or  they  may  be  deposed  at  any  regular  or  special 
meeting  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present,  and 
any  vacancy  so  caused  may  be  filled  by  an  election  in  ac- 
cordance herewith.  If  no  nominee  shall  receive  a  majority 
of  the  votes  cast,  a  second  ballot  shall  be  taken,  and  so 
on  until  some  one  receives  a  majority,  and  when  any  mem- 
ber shall  have  received  a  majority  of  the  votes  as  afore- 
said, he  shall  be  duly  elected. 

INSTALLATION  OF  OFFICERS. 

Sec.  4.  The  officers  elect  shall  be  installed  as  soon  as 
possible  after  their  election  by  the  retiring  Chief  Conductor, 
unless  the  Grand  Chief  Conductor  or  a  deputy  be  present. 
The  Chief  Conductor  may  wave  his  right  to  install  officers 
and  appoint  any  member  of  any  Division  to  perform  the 
ceremony.  After  officers  are  installed  they  shall  continue 
in  office  until  their  successors  are  duly  installed. 

DISPENSATION  TO  ELECT. 

Sec.  5.  Divisions  failing  to  elect  their  officers  at  the 
required  time  must  apply  for  and  receive  from  the 
Grand  Chief  Conductor  a  dispensation  authorizing  an  elec- 
tion. Any  Past  Chief  Conductor  may  preside  in  any  Divi- 
sion by  request  of  the  Chief  Conductor  or  in  the  absence  of 
the  Chief  Conductor  and  the  Assistant  Chief  Conductor  by 
request  of  the  Division;  in  case  the  Chief  Conductor  and 
Assistant  Chief  Conductor  are  both  absent  and  no  Past 
Chief  Conductor  is  present,  the  Division  may  be  called  to 
order  by  any  member  and  a  Chief  Conductor  pro  tern  elected 
by  acclamation,  who  shall  open  the  Division  in  regular  form 
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and  preside  therein  but  for  that  meeting-  only.  No  Division 
shall  be  opened  or  any  business  transacted  unless  there  be 
present  at  least  five  members  of  that  Division. 

ARTICLE  II. 

OFFICERS — DUTIES  OF  CHIEF  CONDUCTOR. 

Section  i.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Chief  Conductor  to 
preside  at  all  meetings  of  his  Division,  preserve  or- 
der therein,  decide  all  questions  of  order  subject  to 
appeal  to  the  Division,  appoint  all  committees  not  oth- 
erwise provided  for,  and  a  marsal  at  the  installation 
of  officers  and  all  processions  of  the  Division;  require  a  strict 
observance  of  all  the  laws  of  the  Grand  Division  and  his 
own  Division;  he  shall  have  the  deciding  vote  in  case  of  a 
tie  (except  for  election  of  officers  and  delegates),  appoint 
special  meetings  when  necessary,  giving  due  notice  thereof, 
and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  of  him 
by  the  laws  and  regulations  of  the  Grand  Division,  and  the 
by-laws  of  the  Division  of  which  he  is  the  Chief, 

ASSISTANT  CHIEF  CONDUCTOR. 

Sec  2.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Assistant  Chief  Conduc- 
tor to  assist  the  Chief  Conductor  in  the  discharge  of  his 
duties,  preside  in  the  absence  of,  and  in  case  of  the  death, 
removal,  or  resignation  of  the  Chief  Conductor,  he  shall  as- 
sume the  office  and  discharge  all  its  duties  for  the  unex- 
pired term. 

SECRETARY  AND  TREASURER. 

Sec.  3.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer 
to  keep  a  true  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Division 
proper  to  be  written,  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the 
Division,  issue  all  notices,  cards  and  other  papers,  and  re- 
port all  initiations,  promotions,  expulsions  and  reinstate- 
ments to  the  G.  S.  immediately  after  the  last  meeting  in

each  month,  giving  names,  dates  and  causes.  He  shall  re- 
ceive all  funds  of  the  Division,  from  whatever  source,  and 
have  charge  of  and  hold  in  trust  all  books,  papers,  and 
money,  keeping  a  just  and  true  account  thereof,  keep  a  rec- 
ord of  all  Division  cards  issued  to  members  of  the  Divi- 
sion, pay  all  orders  drawn  by  the  Chief  Conductor  by  order 
of  the  Division,  and  at  the  meeting  for  election  of  officers 
he  shall  present  an  annual  report,  giving  the  number  of 
persons  proposed,  accepted,  rejected,  initiated,  promoted, 
admitted  by  card,  withdrawn,  suspended,expelled,reinstated 
and  deceased,  with  dates  and  causes,  together  with  a  true 
statement  of  all  flunds  received  and  paid,  with  the  neces- 
sary vouchers,  and  at  the  expiration  of  his  official  term 
shall  deliver  to  his  successor  all  books,  papers,  funds  and 
other  Division  property  which  may  be  in  his  possession,  and 
may  receive  for  his  services  such  compensation  as  the 
Division  may  determine.  He  shall  also  keep  a  record 
of  the  members  of  the  Division  who  are  members  of  the 
Benefit  Department  and  properly  certify  applications 
when  requested. 

SENIOR  CONDUCTOR. 

Sec.  4.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Senior  Conductor  to  intro- 
duce and  examine  visiting  Brothers  when  not  vouched  for, 
take  charge  of  the  ballot  box  when  the  Division  is  balloting 
for  candidates,  take  general  charge  of  candidates  during 
the  ceremony  of  initiation  and  promotion,  and  to  observe 
and  obey  all  orders  of  the  Chief  Conductor. 

JUNIOR  CONDUCTOR. 

Sec.  5.  It"  is  the  duty  of  the  Junior  Conductor  to  assist 
the  Senior  Conductor  in  the  examination  of  visitors,  pre- 
pare and  conduct  candidates,  carry  messages,  and  perform 
such  other  duties  as  the  Chief  Conductor  may  direct, 
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INSIDE  SENTINEL. 

•  Sec.  6.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Inside  Sentinel  to  take 
charge  of  the  inner  door  of  the  Division  room,  observe  the 
will  of  the  Assistant  Chief  Conductor,  and  permit  none  to 
enter  or  leave  without  his  permission. 

OUTSIDE  SENTINEL. 

Sec,  7.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Outside  Sentinel  to  take 
charge  of  the  outer  door,  see  that  it  is  properly  secured 
when  the  Division  is  open,  permit  no  one  to  enter  the  ante- 
room without  the  usual  form  except  by  order  of  the  Chief 
Conductor,  see  that  all  are  properly  clothed  before  entering 
the  Division  room,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may 
be  required. 

MAY  RESIGN. 

Sec.  8.  Any  Officer  of  a  Division  may  at  any  time  re- 
sign by  presenting  a  written  resignation  which  shall  be  read 
at  a  regular  meeting  by  the  Secretary,  and  should  any 
charges  be  prefered  against  any  officer  he  shall  immediately 
vacate  his  office,  but  if  on  trial  he  is  acquitted,  such  ac- 
quittal shall  restore  him  to  office.  Providing  that  no 
regularly  elected  delegate  shall  be  deprived  of  his  seat  in 
the  Grand  Division  except  as  provided  in  Section  3,  Article 
1,  of  the  Statutes.  In  case  of  permanent  vacancy  of  any 
office  the  Division  may  proceed  to  fill  the  same  at  any 
regular  meeting,  in  accordance  with  Sections  3  and  4,  Arti- 
cle 1,  of  the  Statutes, 

ARTICLE  III. 

ORGANIZATION  OF  DIVISIONS. 

Section  1.  The  Conductors  at  any  place  who  wish  to 
organize  a  Division  of  the  Order,  shall  apply  to  the  Grand 
Secretary  for  a  charter  to  organize;  the  petition  for  charter 
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shall  be  submitted  to  the  Division  nearest  the  place  named 
in  the  petition  on  a  direet  line  of  railway,  or  to  the  Division 
whose  members,  in  the  judgement  of  the  Grand  Chief  Con- 
ductor, would  be  best  acquainted  with  the  petitioners,  and 
any  member  of  such  Division  shall  have  the  right  to 
object  to  any  petitioner,  and  such  objection  shall  debar  the 
person  objected  to  from  becoming  a  charter  member;  should 
the  application  be  favorably  considered  the  Grand  Chief 
Conductor  shall  instruct  the  Grand  Secretary  to  issue  a 
charter,  properly  signed,  under  the  official  seal,  and  forward 
the  same,  with  the  necessary  paraphernalia,  to  the  proper 
person,  who  shall  upon  the  receipt  of  the  same  proceed 
to  organize  the  Division  in  accordance  with  the  ritual  of  the 
Order,  after  which  the  Division  shall  proceed  to  elect  of- 
ficers, as  provided  in  Section  2  and  3  of  Article  1,  of  these 
Statutes.  The  organizing  officers  shall  then  install  the  of- 
ficers and  give  the  Division  proper  instructions.  No 
Division  shall  be  organized  with  less  than  seven  members 
or  more  than  twenty  new  members,  and  all  applications 
for  charters  must  be  accompanied  by  the  prescribed  fee  of 
$60.00. 

WHO  ARE  ELIGIBLE  TO  MEMBERSHIP. 

Sec.  2.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  for  admission  to  the 
Order  who  is  not  actually  employed  as  conductor  of  a  train 
on  a  steam  surface  railway,  and  has  had  at  least  one  year's 
actual  experience  as  such;  provided,  that  any  person  who 
has  had  three  years  actual  experience  as  a  conductor  on  a 
steam  surface  railway  and  is  at  the  time  of  making  appli- 
cation in  active  service  on  a  steam  surface  railway,  shall  be 
eligible  to  membership. 

SHALL  FILE  WRITTEN  PETITION. 

Sec.  3.  No  persons  shall  be  initiated  by  any  division 
of  the  Order  until  he  has  filed  a  written  petition  in  which 
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the  following  questions  are  answered:  "Have  you  ever 
applied  for  admission  to  the  Order  of  Railway  Conductors 
before?  If  so,  when,  and  to  what  Division?"  and  is 
recommended  by  three  members  of  the  Division  receiving1 
the  petition,  who  shall  certify  that  to  the  best  of  their  belief, 
he  is  a  man  of  good  moral  character;  and  will,  if  admitted,  be 
a  worthy  member. 

MUST  BE  MEMBER  OF  BENEFIT  DEPARTMENT. 

Sec.  4.  Every  person  becoming  a  member  of  this 
organization  after  July  1st,  1891,  shall  take  and  hold  at  least 
one  certificate  in  the  Benefit  Department;  provided  that  if 
the  member  shall  be  in  such  physical  condition  that  the 
members  of  the  Division  cannot  conscientiously  recommend 
him,  as  provided  in  section  8  of  the  laws  governing  the 
Benefit  Department,  he  may  be  admitted  to  membership  in 
the  Order,  and  shall  be  known  as  a  non-beneficiary  member. 
Forfeiture  of  membership  in  the  Benefit  Department  on  the 
part  of  any  coming  under  the  provision  of  this  law  shall 
cause  the  member  so  forfeiting  to  stand  suspended  from 
the  Order  until  reinstated  by  the  Benefit  Department. 

USE  OF  ALCOHOLIC  LIQUORS. 

Sec.  5.  The  use  of  alchoholic  liquors  as  a  beverage 
shall  be  sufficient  cause  for  rejecting  any  petition  for 
membership. 

PETITIONS  MUST  BE  REFERRED. 

Sec.  6.  All  petitions  for  membership  shall  be  referred 
to  a  committee  of  three,  which  committee  shall  investigate 
the  character  of  the  petitioner,  and  report  at  the  first  regu- 
lar meeting  subsequent  to  their  appointment  unless  further 
time  be  granted  by  the  Division;  no  petition  for  initiation 
shall  be  considered  unless  accompanied  by  the  prescribed 
fee,  and  should  the  petition  be  rejected  the  fee  shall  be  re-

turned  to  the  petitioner.  Divisions  may  by  a  majority  vote, 
refuse  to  consider  any  petition. 

DEFINING  BALLOT. 

Sec.  7.  When  a  candidate  has  been  proposed  in 
regular  form  and  the  committee  has  reported  in  his  case,  he 
shall  be  balloted  for  (except  when  the  committee  report  un- 
favorably, when  he  shall  be  declared  rejected,)  and  should 
there  be  more  than  two  black  balls  he  shall  be  declared  re- 
jected; if  only  two  the  ballot  shall  be  taken  again,  when,  if 
two  again  appear,  he  shall  be  declared  rejected,  but  if,  on 
either  ballot,  there  are  less  than  two  black  balls  the  candi- 
date shall  be  declared  duly  elected,  and  the  Secretary  shall 
notify  him  to  appear  at  the  appointed  time  for  initiation. 

MUST   APPEAR  WITHIN  TWO    MONTHS — AND  JURISDICTION 
OF  REJECTED  CANDIDATES— 

Sec.  8.  Candidates  who  do  not  appear  or  present  a 
satisfactory  excuse  within  two  months  after  being  notified 
of  their  election,  shall  forfeit  their  initiation  fee,  and  shall  not 
be  admitted  without  complying  again  with  Section  3,  5  and 
6  of  this  Article.  No  Division  shall  initiate  a  person  whose 
petition  has  been  rejected  by  another  Division  in  less  than 
one  year  from  the  time  of  such  rejection  without  the  con- 
sent of  the  Division  rejecting,  such  consent  to  be  given  only 
after  a  ballot,  as  provided  in  Section  7  of  this  Article. 

MUST  PASS  EXAMINATION. 

Sec.  9.  No  initiate  shall  be  promoted. to  the  second  or 
advanced  to  the  third  degree  until  after  having  passed  a 
creditable  examination  on  the  preceding  degree  in  open 
Division,  except  when  by  dispensation  two  or  more  degrees 
are  conferred  at  the  same  meeting,  nor  in  any  case  until  the 
prescribed  fee  is  paid.

STATUTES. 


PROBATION, 

Sec.  io.  Two  weeks  probation  must  elapse  between 
the  promotion  and  advancement  of  any  candidate,  except 
when  by  dispensation  both  degrees  are  conferred  at  the 
same  meeting. 

DISPENSATION. 

Sec.  ii.  Divisions  desiring  to  propose  and  elect  or 
confer  the  degrees  on  any  person  at  any  one  meeting,  or  to 
change  their  place  of  meeting  from  one  town  or  city  to 
another,  must  procure  from  the  Grand  Chief  Conductor  a 
Letter  of  dispensation  authorizing  them  to  do  so.  All  ap- 
plications for  dispensation  must  be  certified  to  by  the  Chief 
Conductor  and  Secretary,  under  the  Division  Seal,  as  being 
the  wish  of  the  Division  expressed  by  a  majority  of  the 
members  present  voting  in  favor  thereof. 

JURISDICTION. 

Sec.  12.  All  persons  eligible  to  membership  shall  be 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  ihe  Division  most  convenient  to 
their  place  of  residence,  and  no  division  shall  initiate  any 
candidate  who  is  within  the  jurisdiction  of  any  other  Division 
without  the  certificate  under  seal,  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Division  having  jurisdiction,  that  consent  has  been  given  in 
accordance  with  Section  13  of  this  Article.  Any  Division 
violating  this  Section  shall  forfeit  to  the  Division  having 
jurisdiction,  all  fees  paid  by  the  candidate  with  such  ad- 
ditional sum,  if  any  be  necessary,  as  will  make  the  full 
amount  of  the  fees  in  the  Division  having  jurisdiction,  and 
such  additional  penalty  as  may  be  imposed  by  the  Grand 
Chief  Conductor  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Grand  Divi- 
sion, except  where  there  are  two  or  more  Divisions  in  the 
same  place,  when  they  shall  have  equal  jurisdiction. 
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MAY  WAVE  EXAMINATION. 

Sec.  13.  No  Division  shall  confer  either  degree  on  a 
person  who  has  been  elected  in  any  other  Division,  except 
by  written  request  of  the  Division  electing,  and  such  person 
after  receiving  the  third  degree  shall  sign  the  by-laws  and 
become  a  member  of  the  Division  which  received  his  peti- 
tion, provided  any  Division  may,  by  ballot,  as  provided  in 
Section  7,  of  this  Article,  waive  their  jurisdiction  over  a  can- 
didate and  permit  him  to  petition  any  other  Division. 

MAY  PROTEST. 

Sec*  14.  Any  member  of  a  Division  may  protest 
against  'he  initiation,  promotion  or  advancement  of  any 
candidate  in  that  Division,  and  shall  have  thirty  days  to  hie 
his  reasons  and  prepare  evidence,  and  any  candidate  so  ob- 
jected to  shall  not  be  initiated,  promoted  or  advanced  with- 
out due  consideration  being  given  to  the  protest  or  until  the 
thirty  days  have  expired,  should  the  protestor  fail  to  pre- 
sent evidence  in  less  time.  Any  Division  or  mem- 
ber thereof  may  protest  against  the  initiation,  promotion  or 
advancement  of  any  candidate  in  any  other  Division  and 
shall  have  sixty  days  to  file  reasons  and  prepare  evidence, 
and  any  candidate  so  objected  to  shall  not  be  initiated,  pro- 
moted or  advanced  without  due  consideration  being  given 
to  the  protest  or  until  the  sixty  days  have  expired,  should 
the  protestor  fail  to  present  evidence  in  less  time.  Should 
five  members  of  a  Division  protest  against  the  initiation, 
promotion  or  advancement  of  a  candidate  in  a  Division, 
said  candidate  shall  be  declared  rejected,  regardless  of  a 
previous  ballot  nor  shall  the  protestors  be  required  to  give 
any  reason  for  their  protest. 

SEAL. 

Sec.  15.  Each  Division  shall  be  provided  with  a  seal 
by  the  Grand  Secretary,  with  the  name  and  number  of  the 
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Division  and  the  words,  "Order  of  Railway  Conductors" 
on  the  margin,  and  the  emblem  of  the  Order  in  the 
center,  and  all  official  papers  emanating  from  a  Division 
must  bear  an  impression  of  their  seal  and  none  will  be  legal 
without.  Provided,  no  Division  shall  be  required  to  change 
any  seal  now  in  use.  The  seal  shall  not  be  used  for  any  but 
the  official  business  of  the  Division. 

TRIALS. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

DUTY  OF  MEMBERS. 

Section  i.  Every  member  of  this  Order  shall  hold 
himself  in  duty  bound  to  recognize  any  other  member  in 
good  standing  as  a  brother,  and  shall  not  traduce  or  slander 
his  character,  or  wilfully  injure  him  in  any  way  whatever. 
Should  it  come  to  the  knowledge  of  any  member  that  any 
other  member  has  conducted  himself  in  a  manner  unbecom- 
ing a  brother,  and  which  may  bring  disgrace  upon  the 
Order,  it  is  his  duty  to  prefer  charges  against  the  offending 
brother  at  the  first  regular  meeting  of  the  Division. 

CHARGES — MANNER  OF  PREFERRING. 

Sec.  2.  All  charges  must  be  in  writing,  and  in  the  fol- 
lowing forms: 

I,  A.  B.,  do  hereby  charge  C.  D.,  a  member  of  

Division,  No  of  the  Order  of  Railway  Conductors,  with 

unbecoming  conduct  (or  violating  his  obligation,  as  the  case 
may  be,)  to-wit: 

Specification  first.  In  that  the  said  C.  D.  did  on  or 
about  the  day  of  18  

When  the  charge  is  for  a  continued  crime  the  specifi- 
cation may  read,  "and  habitually  since  that  time,"  otherwise 
there  must  be  a  separate  specification  for  each  action;  when 
for  non-payment  of  dues  the  specification  shall  read  "has 
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since  the  day  of   .  18  willfully  neglected 

(or  refused)  to  pay  his  dues,  in  violation  of  Section  5,  Arti- 
cle V,  of  these  statutes." 

WHO  MAY  PREFER. 

Sec.  3.  Charges  may  be  preferred  by  any  brother 
against  any  member  of  the  Order,  and  any  Division  cognizant 
of  any  offense  committed  by  a  brother,  shall  have  jurisdic- 
tion to  try  the  said  brother,  provided  the  Division  of  which 
he  is  a  member  shall  give  their  consent;  and  further  pro- 
vided the  case  shall,  upon  a  written  request  being  filed  by 
the  accused,  be  transferred  to  the  nearest  Division  to  that 
in  which  the  charges  were  preferred. 

DUTIES  OF  THE  CHIEF  CONDUCTOR. 

Sec.  4.  When  charges  are  preferred  against  any  mem- 
ber it  is  the  duty  of  the  Chief  Conductor  to  appoint  a  time 
for  the  trial,  which  may  be  at  a  regular  or  special  meeting, 
but  in  no  case  less  than  thirty  days  from  the  time  charges 
are  preferred.  He  shall  also  direct  the  Secretary  to  notify 
every  member  of  the  Division  and  all  other  members  direct- 
ly interested,  of  the  trial  at  least  ten  days  previous,  and  to 
personally,  or  by  letter  at  his  last  place  of  residence,  notify 
the  accused  15  days  previous  by  presenting  him  with  a  cer- 
tified copy  of  the  charges.  He  shall,  when  so  requested, 
and  may  whenever  he  deems  it  necessary,  appoint  some 
member  to  assist  in  the  prosecution  or  defense  of  the 
accused. 

DUTIES  OF  THE  SECRETARY. 

Sec.  5.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  when  charges 
are  preferred  against  any  member  to  issue  a  written  notice, 
giving  date  and  hour  of  the  trial  to  every  member  of  the 
Division  and  all  other  members  of  the  Order  directly  inter- 
ested, and  make  and  pexsoaally  present  to  the  accused  a 
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certified  copy  of  the  charges,  at  least  ten  days  previous,  en- 
tering on  the  filing  of  the  original  charge  the  date  of  service. 
In  case  personal  service  is  impracticable  he  shall  send  a 
certified  copy  by  mail  to  the  accused  at  his  last  known  place 
of  residence,  at  least  fifteen  days  previous  to  the  trial,  en- 
tering on  the  original  charges,  the  date  of  mailing,  and  rea- 
son why  personal  service  could  not  be  had. 

TESTIMONY. 

Sec.  6.  The  testimony  of  members  shall  be  taken  on 
their  honor  as  members  of  the  Order,  and  may  be  taken 
either  in  open  Division  or  when  necessary,  before  a  commit- 
tee appointed  for  that  purpose,  the  Chief  Conductor  or 
Chairman  of  the  committee  requiring  them  to  assent  to  the 
following  affirmation  before  testifying:  "You  do  solemnly 
affirm  upon  your  honor  as  a  member  of  the  Order  of  Rail- 
way Conductors,  that  the  evidence  you  shall  give  in  this 
case,  wherein  Bro.  C.  D.  is  defendant,  shall  be  the  truth,  and 
nothing  but  the  truth." 

Testimony  of  persons  not  members  of  the  Order  may 
be  taken  before  a  committee  under  oath  administered  by  a 
competent  person. 

WHO  SHALL  PROSECUTE. 

Sec.  7.  The  brother  preferring  charges  shall  be  the 
prosecutor  unless  relieved  by  the  Chief  Conductor;  the  Chief 
Conductor  may  appoint  some  member  to  prosecute;  evi- 
dence may  be  taken  before  the  Division  or  a  committee  of 
members  of  the  Order. 

TESTIMONY  BEFORE  COMMITTEES. 

Sec.  8.  All  testimony  taken  before  committees  must 
be  recorded  in  full  and  certified  to  as  correct  by  every  mem- 
ber of  the  committee  before  which  it  was  taken,  before  it  is 
admitted  as  evidence  in  the  trial  before  the  Division. 
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BALLOTING. 

Sec.  g.  The  question  of  the  guilt  of  a  brother  on  trial 
shall  be  decided  by  ballot,  and  a  majority  of  the  members 
present  shall  be  necessary  to  convict.  The  Chief  Conduc- 
tor shall  announce  as  follows,  before  the  ballot:  '"Brothers, 
you  are  now  ahout  to  decide  by  the  evidence  you  have  heard 

whether  Bro  is  guilty,  as  charged,  or 

not;  the  black  ball  convicts,  the  white  ball  acquits;  be  careful 
how  you  vote,  and  let  no  personal  feelings  bias  your  judg- 
ment or  influence  you  to  do  injustice  to  a  brother."  No 
member  shall  be  permitted  to  vote  upon  the  question  of  the 
guilt  of  a  brother  who  has  not  been  present  during  the  whole 
trial  or  heard  all  the  evidence  read,  and  before  a  ballot  is 
taken  upon  the  guilt,  suspension  or  expulsion  of  a  brother,  the 
Chief  Conductor  shall  require  the  accused  and  all  who  are 
not  members  of  the  Division  to  retire  to  the  ante-room  until 
the  ballot  is  finished,  and  any  Division  may  exclude  from 
trial  all  visiting  brothers  not  directly  interested  therein. 

PENALTIES. 

Sec.  io.  After  a  brother  has  been  adjudged  guilty,  the 
following  penalties  may  be  affixed: 

1.  Expulsion. 

2.  Suspension. 

3.  Reprimand. 

No  member  shall  be  suspended  or  expelled,  except  as  pro- 
vided in  Section  11  of  this  Article  or  Section  5  of  Article  V, 
unless  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  vote  in  favor  there- 
of. After  a  brother  has  been  adjudged  guilty  the  Chief  Con- 
ductor shall  order  a  ballot  on  expulsion,  and  shall  announce 
as  follows:  "Brothers:    You  are  now  about  to  ballot  on  the 

expulsion  of  Bro  from  the  Order  ,  the 

black  ball  expels,  the  white  ball  retains."  Should  less  than 
two-thirds  of  the  members  vote  in  favor  of  expulsion,  they 
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shall  proceed  to  ballot  in  the  same  manner  on  the  suspension 
of  the  offending  brother,  and  should  less  than  two-thirds  vote 
in  favor  of  suspension  the  Chief  Conductor  shall  appoint  a 
special  meeting,  of  which  all  members  of  the  Division  shall 
be  notified  by  the  Secretary,  at  which  either  he  or  some 
person  appointed  by  him,  shall  reprimand  the  offending 
brother,  and  should  such  offending  brother  refuse  or  will- 
fully neglect  to  appear  and  receive  the  reprimand,  after  be- 
ing duly  notified,  he  shall,  without  further  action,  be  expelled 
from  the  Order  for  contempt. 

VIOLATION  OF  OBLIGATIONS. 

Sec.  ii.  ShouM  any  brother  be  convicted  of  violating 
the  obligation  of  either  degree,  or  being  intoxicated  while 
on  duty,  he  shall  be  expelled  without  further  action. 

RECORD  RESULTS. 

Sec.  12.  The  result  of  every  ballot  on  guilt,  suspen- 
sion and  expulsion  must  be  recorded  in  full  in  the  minutes 
of  proceedings,  giving  the  number  of  votes  for  and  against. 

NOTIFY  GRAND  SECRETARY. 

Sec.  13.  The  Secretary  shall  notify  the  Grand  Secre- 
tary of  all  suspensions  and  expulsions,  giving  date  and 
cause,  immediately  after  the  last  meeting  in  each  month. 

SUBJECT   TO  REVIEW. 

Sec.  14.  The  proceedings  and  evidence  in  any  trial 
shall,  upon  the  request  of  any  member,  be  submitted  to  the 
Grand  Chief  Conductor  for  review,  and  he  shall  have  pow- 
er to  set  aside  and  annul  any  trial,  and  remand  it  tor  a  new 
trial  to  either  the  Division  having  original  jurisdiction  or  to 
any  one  of  the  three  Divisions  nearest  to  the  one  having 
original  jurisdiction,  provided  that  no  member  of  the  Order 
who  has  been  tried  and  acquitted  shall  be  again  tried  for 
the  same  offense. 
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ARTICLE  V. 

SUSPENDED  AND  EXPELLED  MEMBERS — SUSPENSIONS 
INDEFINITE. 

Section  i.  Suspensions  shall  always  be  indefinite,  and 
suspended  members  may  petition  for  reinstatement  at  any 
time.  Such  petition  must  be  in  writing,and  shall  be  granted 
only  when  recommended  by  three  members  of  the  Division, 
and  after  a  ballot,  as  provided  in  Section  6,  Article  III. 

ELIGIBILITY   OF    EXPELLED    MEMBERS    AND  REJECTED 
PETITIONERS. 

Sec.  2.  No  expelled  member  shall  be  eligible  for  re- 
admission  in  less  than  six  months  from  the  date  of  his  ex- 
pulsion, and  then  can  only  be  admitted  as  provided  in  Sec 
tions,  2,  3,  5,  and  6,  of  Article  III,  and  no  petition  shall  be 
received  from  a  person  who  has  been  rejected  within  six 
months  from  the  date  of  rejection. 

MUST  BE  OBLIGATED. 

Sec.  3.  Suspended  members  reinstated  (except  those 
suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues)  and  expelled  members 
re-admitted  must  be  obligated,  but  other  ceremony  may  be 
omitted. 

MAY  PETITION  OTHER  DIVISIONS. 

Sec.  4.  Suspended  and  expelled  members  may  peti- 
tion other  Divisions  for  admission,  as  provided  in  Section  3, 
of  Article  III.,  but  no  such  petition  shall  be  acted  upon  until 
the  consent  of  the  Division  which  suspended  or  expelled  the 
petitioner  has  been  obtained,  and  such  consent  shall  only  be 
given  after  a  ballot  has  been  taken  thereon,  as  provided  in 
Section  6,  of  Article  III.  In  case  the  Division  which  sus- 
pended or  expelled  the  petitioner  has  become  defunct,  the 
Grand  Division  may  grant  the  necessary  permission,  pro- 
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vided  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  vote  in  favor 
thereof. 

NON-PAYMENT  OF  DUES. 

Sec.  5.  When  a  member  of  any  Division  becomes  six 
months  in  arrears  for  dues  or  assessments,  the  Secretary 
shall  prefer  charges  and  shall  notify  the  brother  to  appear 
at  the  next  regular  meeting  and  show  cause  why  he  should 
not  be  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues,  when  should  he 
fail  to  appear  or  give  satisfactory  excuse,  he  may  be  sus- 
pended by  a  majority  vote,  provided  that  Divisions  may,  by 
a  majority  vote  excuse  the  payment  or  remit  the  dues  or 
assessments  of  any  member.  Members  suspended  for  non- 
payment of  dues  or  assessments  shall  be  restored  to  full 
membership  in  their  Division  by  the  payment  of  all  dues  to 
the  date  of  their  reinstatement  provided  such  payment  is 
made  within  one  year  from  the  date  of  suspension;  failing 
to  make  such  payment  they  shall  thereafter  cease  to  be 
members  of  the  Order,  and  can  only  be  admitted  as  pro- 
vided in  Sections  2,  3,  5  and  6,  of  Article  III.,  of  these 
Statutes. 

APPEALS. 

Sec.  6.  Any  member  shall  have  the  right  to  appeal 
from  the  Decision  of  any  Division,  provided  such  appeal  is 
taken  before  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  following  that  in 
which  the  decision  appealed  from  was  made,  and  when 
notice  of  appeal  is  given,  the  Secretary  shall  forward  to  the 
Grand  Secretary  a  certified  copy  of  the  charges,  evidence 
taken,  and  all  minutes  of  proceedings  in  any  way  relating 
thereto,  and  the  Grand  Secretary  shall  duly  present  such 
appeal  to  the  first  regular  session  of  the  Grand  Division,  to- 
gether with  all  papers  relating  thereto. 
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ARTICLE  VI. 

DEATHS. 

Section  i.  In  case  of  the  death  of  any  member  in 
good  standing,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Chief  Conductor  to  ap- 
point a  committee  to  inquire  as  to  the  pecuniary  condition 
of  the  family  of  the  deceased  brother  and  should  the  com- 
mittee report  that  they  need  assistance,  it  is  the  duty  of 
every  member  of  the  Division  to  see  that  they  are  assisted 
by  all  honorable  and  reasonable  means,  and  are  not  allowed 
to  suffer,  or  be  neglected;  and  they  shall  extend  over  them 
their  protection  and  care  so  long  as  they  may  need  it. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

TRANSFER  OF  MEMBERS. 

Section  i.  All  members  of  the  Order  who  are  in  good 
standing,  must  be  members  of  some  Division.  When  a 
member  desires  to  change  his  membership,  he  shall  notify 
the  Secretary  of  the  Division  of  which  he  is  a  member  in 
writing,  giving  the  name,  number,  and  location  of  the  Divi- 
sion of  which  he  wishes  to  become  a  member.  If  all  dues 
are  paid  and  no  charges  preferred,  the  Secretary  so  notified 
shall  immediately  fill  out  a  "transfer  card"  on  blanks  fur- 
nished by  the  Grand  Secretary,  which  card  shall  state  the 
full  name,  age  and  postoffice  address  of  the  member,  also 
the  date  of  his  initiation,  promotion  and  advancement,  and 
if  he  be  a  member  of  the  Benefit  Department,  the  number 
and  date  of  his  membership  certificate.  This  card  he  will 
forward  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Division  the  member  wishes 
to  join,  and  it  shall  be  read  at  the  first  regular  meeting  after 
its  receipt.  A  committee  shall  be  appointed  and  upon  their 
report  a  ballot  shall  be  taken  when  if  a  majority  vote  in 
favor  thereof  he  shall  be  declared  accepted.  If  the  card 
is  accepted,  the  Secretary  shall  enter  the  name  of  the  mem- 
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ber  on  his  ledger  with  all  particulars,  fill  the  necessary 
blanks  on  the  card  and  forward  it  immediately  to  the  Grand 
Secretary  and  notify  the  member  and  the  Secretary  of  the 
Division  issuing  the  card  that  it  has  been  duly  accepted.  If 
rejected,  he  shall  so  endorse  on  the  card  in  the  proper  place 
and  return  it  immediately  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Division 
from  which  it  came  and  notify  the  member  that  he  has  been 
rejected,  and  consequently  remains  a  member  of  his  former 
Division. 

No  charge  shall  be  made  by  any  Division  for  the  trans- 
fer of  members,  or  for  the  issue  or  acceptance  of  any  trans- 
fer card. 

When  a  member  desires  to  become  a  charter  member 
of  a  new  Division,  he  shall  notify  the  Secretary  of  the  Divi- 
sion of  which  he  is  a  member,  and  if  entitled  to  a  transfer 
card  the  Secretary  shall  immediately  send  it  to  the  G.  S. 

WITHDRAWALS. 

Sec.  2.  Any  member  whose  dues  are  all  paid  and 
against  whom  no  charges  are  pending,  may  withdraw  from 
the  Order  by  making  written  application  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Division  of  which  he  is  a  member.  The  Secretary 
shall  read  the  application  at  the  first  regular  meeting  after 
its  receipt,  and  the  Chief  Conductor  shall  announce  to  the 
Division  that  if  no  objection  is  made  and  the  dues  all  paid, 
the  application  will  be  granted.  If  objection  is  made,  the 
application  will  lie  on  the  table  until  the  next  regular  meet- 
ing, when  if  no  charges  are  preferred,  the  Secretary  shall 
enter  on  the  minutes  and  the  ledger,  and  notify  the  appli- 
cant that  he  is  no  longer  a  member  of  the  Order,  the  dis- 
missal dating  from  the  date  of  the  application.  No  charges 
can  be  preferred  for  acts  committed  after  date  of  application 
provided  it  was  promptly  forwarded  to  the  Secretary. 
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DIVISION  CARDS. 

Sec.  3.  There  shall  be  a  Division  card  for  the  use  and 
benefit  of  the  members  of  the  Order.  These  cards  shall  be 
dated  January  1st,  and  expire  December  31st,  and  be  issued 
to  those  members  who  have  paid  their  dues  to  the  expira- 
tion of  the  time  for  which  the  cards  are  issued.  Division 
cards  shall  be  issued  by  the  Grand  Secretary  on  the  appli- 
cation of  the  Chief  Conductor,  or  the  Secretary  of  the 
Division  to  which  the  member  desiring  the  card  belongs, 
and  the  application  from  the  proper  officer  shall  be  evidence 
that  the  member  is  entitled  to  a  card,  and  authority  for  the 
Grand  secretary  to  issue  it.  Each  Secretary  must  keep  a 
record  of  the  number  of  all  cards  issued  to  the  members  of 
his  Division,  and,  if  a  card  is  lost,  or  a  member  holding  one 
is  suspended  or  expelled;  he  shall  immediately  notify  the 
Grand  Secretary,  giving  the  number  of  the  card,  and  any 
member  or  Division  to  whom  the  card  is  presented  is  hereby 
directed  to  retain  and  return  it  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  if 
the  holder  cannot  prove  himself  entitled  tQ  it.  On  the  back 
of  the  card  shall  be  a  blank,  showing  the  occupation  of  the 
holder  at  the  time  of  its  issue.  Secretaries  must  see  that 
the  blank  on  the  back  of  the  card  is  properly  rilled  out  be- 
fore it  is  delivered,  and  that  it  is  signed  in  ink  by  the 
member  to  whom  it  is  issued. 

GRAND  DIVISION  CARDS. 

Sec.  4.  Any  member  of  any  defunct  Division,  who 
presents  satisfactory  proof  that  he  was  in  good  standing  at 
the  time  of  dissolution  or  any  member  who  was  suspended 
or  in  arrears  for  dues,  upon  payment  of  the  amount  due  to 
the  Grand  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  shall  receive  a  card 
signed  by  the  Grand  Secretary,  under  the  seal  or  his  office 
which  shall  entitle  him  to  admission  to  any  Division,  as  pro- 
vided in  Section  i,of  this  Article, within  six  months  from  the 
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date  thereof,  provided  such  application  is  made  before  the 
close  of  the  fiscal  year  following  that  in  which  the  Division 
became  defunct. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

ANNUAL  REPORTS. 

Section  i.  Each  Division  shall  make  out  an  annual 
report  on  blanks  furnished  by  the  Grand  Secretary  and  in 
accordance  with  his  instructions,  which  report  must  be 
forwarded  in  time  to  reach  the  Grand  Secretary  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  March  of  each  year,  and  any  Division  failing 
to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  Section  shall  not  be  en- 
titled to  representation  in  the  Grand  Division,  except  as 
provided  in  Section  2,  Article  VI,  of  the  Constitution,  nor 
shall  they  receive  the  annual  pass  word  until  their  returns 
are  properly  made  out  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Grand 
Secretary. 

grand  dues  and  divisions  in  arrears. 

Sec.  2.  Grand  dues  must  be  paid  in  accord  with  para- 
graph 4,  Section  1,  Article  9,  of  the  Constitution,  and 
no  Division  shall  be  entitled  to  representation  in  the  Grand 
Division,  or  to  receive  the  annual  password,  unless  their 
Grand  dues  are  so  paid,  and  their  account  paid  in  full  to  the 
close  of  the  preceding  year.  The  Grand  dues  for  the  year 
1891  shall  be  paid  between  July  1st  and  September  30,  1891, 
For  1892,  and  each  year  thereafter,  the  Grand  dues  shall 
be  paid  in  advance  between  January  1st,  and  March  1st,  and 
during  the  year,  with  each  monthly  report,  upon  such  as 
may  be  reinstated  or  advanced. 

REGULAR  MEETINGS. 

Sec.  3.  Every  Division  shall  hold  at  least  one  reg- 
ular meeting  in  each  month,  and  failure  to  hold  regular 
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meetings  for  three  consecutive  months  shall  subject  the 
charter  of  the  Division  so  failing  to  arrest,  in  the  discretion 
of  the  Grand  Chief  Conductor. 

LOCAL  LAWS. 

Sec.  4.  All  Divisions  shall  have  the  power  to  enact 
such  by-laws  for  their  government  as  they  may  deem 
necessary,  provided  they  do  not  conflict  with  this  Consti- 
tution. 

VISITING  MEMBERS, 

Sec.  5.  Members  wishing  to  visit  a  Division,  if  not 
vouched  for,  must  in  everv  case  be  required  to  take  the  test- 
oath  as  given  in  the  ritual  before  being  examined,  and  must 
be  in  possession  of  the  current  annual  password.  No 
brother  shall  be  competent  to  vouch  for  another  unless  they 
have  been  in  open  Division  together. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

DEFUNCT  DIVISION — SURRENDER  OF  CHARTER. 

Section  1.  Any  Division  wishing  to  surrender  their 
charter  shall  notify  the  Grand  Chief  Conductor,  who  will 
appoint  some  responsible  brother  who  will  take  full  charge 
of  the  charter  and  all  property  of  the  Division,  make,  a  full 
statement  of  the  membership,  and  all  property  and  indebt- 
edness including  the  names  of  all  members  who  may  be 
suspended  or  in  arrears  for  dues,  with  the  amount  due  from 
each,  which  statement  he  shall  immediately  forward  with 
the  charter,  books,  seal,  and  all  money  remaining  after  the 
bona-fide  debts  of  the  Division  have  been  paid,  to  the  Grand 
Secretary  and  Treasurer,  who  will"  direct  as  to  the  disposal 
of  any  remaining  property,  and  after  such  directions  have 
been  received  chey  must  be  strictly  complied  with. 
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ARREST  OF  CHARTER. 

Sec.  2.  In  case  any  charter  is  arrested  the  Grand  Chief 
Conductor  shall  appoint  a  brother  who  shall  proceed  as  pro- 
vided in  Section  i  of  this  Article. 

RETENTION  OF  PROPERTY. 

Sec.  3.  Any  brother  or  brothers  who  shall  retain  any 
property  of  any  Division  whose  charter  has  been  surren- 
dered or  arrested,  or  who  shall  in  any  manner  obstruct  or 
wilfully  neglect  or  refuse  to  assist  in  the  discharge  of  his 
duties,  any  brother  who  has  been  appointed  by  authority  of 
Sections  1  and  2  of  this  Article,  shall,  upon  satisfactory  proof 
of  the  same  being  presented  to  the  Grand  Division,  be  ex- 
pelled from  the  Order,  a  majority  vote  to  decide  the  question 
of  proof. 

USE  OF  PROPERTY. 

Sec.  4.  The  Grand  Secretary  and  Treasurer  is  hereby 
authorized  to  use  any  property  returned  by  defunct  Divis- 
ions for  the  best  interest  of  the  Order,  provided  no  property 
of  any  Division  whose  charter  has  been  arrested  by  the 
Grand  Chief  Conductor,  shall  be  so  used  until  the  arrest  has 
been  confirmed  by  the  Grand  Division. 

ARTICLE  X. 

POLITICS  AND  RELIGION. 

Section  i.  The  influence  or  sympathy  of  this  Order 
shall  never  be  used  in  favor  of  any  political  or  religious  or- 
ganization whatever,  and  no  political  or  religious  discussion 
whatever  shall  be  permitted  in  any  meeting  of  any  Division. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

DIVISION  COMMITTEES. 

Section  i.  There  shall  be  in  each  Division  a  commit- 
tee consisting  of  three  members,  who  shall  be  elected  at  the 
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regular  election  of  officers  each  year.  This  committee 
shall  act  as  the  Trustees  and  Finance  Committee,  and  shall 
perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  directed  by  the  Divis- 
ion or  the  Grand  Division  from  time  to  time.  They  shall 
also  be  the  Local  or  Division  Grievance  Committee.  When 
any  complaint,  in  proper  form,  is  made  to  a  Division  by  any 
member  of  the  Order,  if  it  is  requested  by  the  member  mak- 
ing the  complaint,  or  deemed  necessary  by  the  committee, 
a  special  meeting  of  the  Division  may  be  called  by  them  to 
consider  the  matter.  No  complaint  will  be  considered  that 
is  not  reduced  to  writing,  setting  forth  the  facts  surrounding 
the  case.  The  committee  shall  be  governed  in  its  future 
action  by  the  direction  of  the  Division.  If  directed  by  the 
Division  they  shall  proceed  with  an  effort  to  adjust  the  case 
in  question  with  the  local  officials  of  the  road.  If  unsuc- 
cessful they  shall  report  to  the  Division,  and  if  so  directed 
by  the  Division  they  shall  place  the  matter  in  the  hands 
of  the  General  Grievance  Committee  for  that  system. 
Divisions  composed  of  employes  of  more  than  one  line 
of  road  may  appoint  local  grievance  committees  for  each 
road,  composed  of  employes  of  that  line,  and  when  any 
complaint  is  placed  in  their  hands  by  the  Division, 
they  shall  proceed  according  to  the  provisions  of  this 
article,  and  shall  be  considered  the  Division  committee 
for  that  line  of  road. 

GENERAL  COMMITTEES. 

Organization  of. 
Sec.  2.  On  each  system  of  railway  v/here  there  are 
Divisions  of  the  Order  there  shall  be  a  General  Grievance 
Committee;  on  systems  where  there  are  three  or  more  Di- 
visions such  general  committee  shall  consist  of  the  chair- 
man of  the  local  committee  from  each  Division;  where  less 
than  three  Divisions  it  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  two 
members  from  each  Division, 
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Duties  of. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  General  Grievance 
Committee  to  carefully  investigate  all  matters  lawfully 
placed  in  their  hands,  and  they  shall  have  the  power  to 
alter,  amend,  add  to  or  strike  out  any  part,  or  all,  of  any 
complaint  submitted  to  them.  After  they  have  agreed 
upon  the  justness  of  any  claim  or  complaint,  they  shall  pro- 
ceed with  an  effort  to  adjust  the  same  with  the  general  officers 
of  the  road.  After  they  have  exhausted  all  honorable  efforts 
in  their  power  without  reaching  a  satisfactory  settlement,  the 
chairman  shall  call  the  Grand  Chief  Conductor  to  their  assist- 
ance. The  Grand  Chief  Conductor  shall  give  such  calls 
preference  over  other  business,  and  if  he,  in  conjunction 
with  the  General  Committee,  after  exhausting  all  honorable 
means  to  effect  an  amicable  adjustment,  shall  fail  to  make 
a  satisfactory  settlement,  the  Grand  Chief  Conductor  and  the 
Committee  may  order  a  strike  on  all  or  any  portion  of  the 
system  involved,  provided  such  action  is  agreed  upon  by 
two-thirds  of  the  members  employed  upon  the  territory  in- 
volved. 

Meetings  of. 

Sec.  4.  Each  General  Grievance  Committee  shall  hold 
a  regular  meeting  in  January  of  each  year,  at  such  time  and 
place  as  each  may  determine  for  itself,  and  the  chairman 
shall  call  a  special  meeting  whenever  a  majority  of  the  Di- 
visions on  the  system  so  request,  or  whenever  any  matter  is 
presented  to  the  committee  in  accordance  with  Section  1  of 
this  Article. 

OFFICERS. 

Election  of. 

Sec.  5.  At  each  regular  meeting  of  each  General 
Committee  they  shall  elect  a  Chairman,  a  Vice-Chairman, 
a  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  and  the  Secretary  shall  immedi-

ately  report  to  the  Grand  Chief  Conductor  the  names  of  the 
officers-elect. 

Duties  of. 

Sec.  6.  The  Chairman  shall  preside  over  all  meetings 
of  the  committee  of  which  he  is  chairman,  see  that  its  rules 
and  the  laws  of  the  Order  are  observed,  and  act  as  its  exec- 
utive head.  The  Vice-Chairman  shall  act  as  chairman  in 
the  absence  of  the  Chairman  from  any  meeting-,  or  his  ina- 
bility to  act  at  any  time.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  rec- 
ord of  the  proceedings,  issue  notices  of  meetings  when  so 
directed  by  the  Chairman,  and  shall  have  charge  of  the 
books  and  papers  of  the  committee  of  which  he  is  Secre- 
tary. He  shall  furnish  without  delay  to  the  Grand  Chief 
Conductor  copies  of  all  schedules  of  rules  or  wages  agreed 
upon  by  the  committees.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and 
have  charge  of  all  funds  of  the  committee  of  which  he  is 
Treasurer,  pay  them  out  by  direction  of  the  committee, 
or  upon  presentation  of  bills  which  are  approved  by  the 
Chairman  and  Secretary,  which  bills  when  properly  re- 
ceipted shall  be  his  vouchers  for  sums  so  paid.  He  shall, 
if  required,  give  a  bond  satisfactory  to  the  committee. 

EXPENSES. 

Sec.  7.  The  expenses  for  each  General  Grievance 
Committee  for  each  meeting  shall  be  paid  by  the  members 
employed  upon  that  system,  pro  rata.  Each  member  of 
the  General  Committee  shall  make  out  his  bill  at  the  close 
of  each  meeting,  present  it  to  the  Chairman  and  he  shall 
approve  the  same  (unless  it  is  his  opinion  it  is  unreasonable, 
in  which  event  he  may  require  another  bill  made)  and  hand 
them  to  the  Secretary  who  will  assess  each  Division  for 
their  proportion  according  to  the  number  of  members  of 
that  Division  employed  upon  the  system.  Division  Secre- 
taries shall  assess  the  proper  members  (except  when  the

Division  orders  it  paid  out  of  the  Division  treasury)  and 
shall  forward  the  amount  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  General 
Committee,  who  will  pay  the  bills  of  the  members  which 
have  been  approved.  The  Secretary  of  the  General  Com- 
mittee shall  furnish  the  Treasurer  with  a  correct  statement 
of  the  approved  bills. 

STRIKE. 

Leader  of. 

Sec.  8.  In  the  event  of  a  strike  the  Grand  Chief  Con- 
ductor shall  be  the  recognized  leader  and  shall  have  the 
authority  to  command  the  entire  resources  of  the  protective 
department  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Response  to  Call. 

Sec.  q.  When  a  strike  is  legally  ordered  on  any  line 
of  railway  every  member  employed  thereon  shall  be  in  duty 
bound  to  obey  the  order,  and  any  who  neglect  or  refuse,  or 
any  member  engaging  in  a  strike  not  legally  authorized, 
shall  be  expelled  on  conviction  thereof  without  further 
action. 

Ending  Strike. 

Sec.  10.  The  agency  hereinbefore  authorized  to  sanc- 
tion a  strike  shall  also  have  the  authority  to  declare  a 
strike  at  an  end. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

PROTECTIVE  FUND. 

How  Created. 
Section  i.  Each  member  of  the  Order  shall  be  as- 
sessed fifty  cents  per  quarter,  payable  in  advance.  The 
fund  thus  created  shall  be  known  as  the  protective  fund,  to 
be  used  exclusively  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  shall  be 
placed  in  the  custody  of  the  G.  C.  C.  and  G.  S.  &  T.  Col- 
lections will  be  made  by  the  Division  Secretary.    He  shall 
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make  due  entry  of  his  collections  in  a  journal  kept  for  that 
purpose  and  separate  from  all  other  accounts,  submit  a 
quarterly  report  thereof  to  the  Division,  which  shall  be 
placed  on  file  and  within  ten  days  a  copy  of  the  same,  to- 
gether with  amounts  collected,  shall  be  forwarded  to  the 
Grand  Secretary  and  Treasurer  for  entry  in  a  ledger  to  be 
kept  for  that  purpose.  Each  quarter  the  Grand  Secretary 
and  Treasurer  shall  issue  a  circular  report  to  subordinate 
Divisions  showing  the  amount  of  protective  fund  collected 
to  date  by  the  several  Divisions.  When  the  protection 
fund  shall  reach  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars 
the  assessments  shall  cease.  Should  an  emergency  arise 
to  necessitate  the  use  of  this  fund,  the  Grand  Chief  Con- 
ductor and  the  Grand  Secretary  and  Treasurer  are  empow- 
ered to  draw  upon  this  fund  for  the  proper  purposes.  In 
case  of  a  difference  of  opinion  as  to  the  use  of  the  fund,  the 
Trustees  shall  decide.  Should  the  protective  fund  prove 
insufficient  in  an  emergency,  additional  assessments  in  such 
amounts  as  may  be  required  may  be  levied  and  collected 
during  the  continuance  of  the  strike,  and  quarterly  there- 
after, until  the  fund  shall  again  reach  the  sum  of  $100,000. 
Any  member  failing  or  declining  to  pay  the  assessments 
provided  for  in  this  Section  within  thirty  days  from  the  first 
day  of  the  quarter  shall  stand  suspended  and  shall  be  re- 
ported in  all  things  the  same  as  for  non-payment  of  dues. 
Any  Division  failing  to  make  its  returns  as  herein  provided 
shall  be  subject  to  discipline  by  the  Grand  Chief  Conductor 
or  the  Grand  Division.  Provided  this  Section  shall  be  in- 
operative until  July  1st,  1892,  unless  an  emergency  should 
arise  requiring  its  use. 

No  benefits  for  less  than  two  weeks. 

Sec.  2.  When  the  members  in  any  locality  have  legally 
inaugurated  a  strike,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  and  a  settle- 
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ment  is  affected  within  two  weeks  thereafter,  the  said  mem- 
bers shall  receive  no  financial  benefits;  but  if  the  strike 
should  be  continued  for  a  longer  period,  they  shall  receive 
benefits,  as  hereinafter  provided,  from  the  beginning  of  the 
strike. 

Rate  of  pay  to  striking  employes. 

Sec.  3.  The  rate  of  pay  to  striking  members  shall  be 
fifty  dollars  ($50.00)  per  month,  payable  monthly,  and  to 
continue  until  the  close  of  the  strike;  and  striking  members 
during  the  continuance  of  the  strike,  and  while  out  of  em- 
ployment, shall  be  exempt  from  special  assessments  levied 
after  the  protective  fund  shall  have  been  exhausted.  Blank 
pay-rolls  shall  be  forwarded  by  the  Grand  Secretary  and 
Treasurer  to  each  Division  upon  the  line  or  system  involved 
in  the  strike.  Said  pay-rolls  shall  be  made  to  show  a  full 
register  of  the  names  of  striking  members  entitled  to  pay, 
with  the  amount  due  them  set  opposite  their  respective 
names,  and  returned  to  the  Grand  Secretary  and  Treasurer 
as  hereinafter  provided. 

Division  Secretary  to  make  payment  to  striking  employes. 
Sec.  4.  Upon  receipt  of  the  pay-rolls  and  remittance 
of  the  sum  due  thereon,  the  Division  Secretary  shall  forth- 
with disburse  the  same  to  the  parties  entitled  thereto,  se- 
cure their  signature  to  the  pay-rolls  and  return  the  same,  to- 
gether with  his  official  receipt  for  the  amount,  to  the  Grand 
Secretary  and  Treasurer. 

Incidental  Expenses. 
Sec.  5.  The  Grand  Chief  Conductor,  in  conjunction 
with  the  Grand  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  and  General 
Grievance  Committee,  shall  have  authority  to  appropriate 
such  monies  for  legal  advice  and  incidental  expenses  as  in 
their  judgment  may  be  required  for  a  successful  prosecu- 
tion of  the  strike. 
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ARTICLE  XIII. 

Registry  Book. 

Sec.  i.  All  Divisions  shall  keep  a  registry  book,  and 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  Conductor  to  have  it  open 
for  registry  at  each  meeting.  He  shall  see  that  all  mem- 
bers present  register  their  names  in  said  book.  Should  a 
personal  grievance  arise  between  a  member  and  a  railway 
official,  and  the  brother  has  failed  to  register  his  name  for  a 
period  of  three  months  previous  to  the  grievance  com- 
plained of,  and  has  not  been  excused  by  his  Division,  he 
shall  not  receive  any  assistance  from  the  Division  Com- 
mittee until  after  he  has  attended  two  regular  meetings  of 
his  Division.  Any  member,  while  in  the  locality  of  his  Di- 
vision, who  does  not  attend  a  meeting  once  in  three  months, 
shall  be  expelled  unless  excused  by  his  Division. 


Special  Rules  of  Order. 


I. — GENERAL  RULES. 

The  rules  of  order  for  the  government  of  the  delibera- 
tions of  the  Grand  Division,  shall  be  as  laid  down  in  the  re- 
vised edition  of  "Smith's  Diagram  of  Parliamentary  Rules," 
except  as  provided  in  the  following  special  rules: 

II. — SUSPENSION. 

Any  rule  or  order,  special  or  general,  may  be  sus- 
pended at  any  time,  provided  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present  vote  in  favor  thereof,  and  further  provided  that 
such  suspension  shall  only  be  for  action  upon  one  question. 

III. — ALTERATIONS  AND  AMENDMENTS. 

These  special  rules  may  be  altered  or  amended  or  new 
ones  adopted,  under  the  proper  order  of  business,  at  any 
regular  session  of  the  Grand  Division,  provided  two-thirds 
of  the  members  present  vote  in  favor  thereof. 

IV. — DAILY  SESSIONS. 

The  daily  session  of  the  Grand  Division  shall  conform 
as  nearly  as  practicable  to  the  following  hours:  I  :oo  to  7:00 
p.  m.,  provided  this  rule  may  be  suspended  by  a  majority  at 
any  time. 
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V.  — ROLL  CALL. 

The  roll  shall  be  called  at  the  opening  of  every  session, 
unless  omitted  by  general  consent,  and  any  member  arriv- 
ing more  than  20  minutes  after  roll  call  shall  present  a  sat- 
isfactory excuse,  on  pain  of  reprimand  by  the  Grand  Chief 
Conductor. 

VI.  — ABSENTEES. 

No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  any  session  of 
this  Grand  Division  after  presenting  his  credentials,  without 
first  obtaining  the  consent  thereof,  and  any  member  so  do- 
ing shall  be  subject  to  discipline.

When  the  previous  question  is  moved,  the  form  shall 
be,  "Shall  the  main  question  be  now  put?"  If  decided  in 
the  negative  the  debate  shall  continue,  but  if  decided  in  the 
affirmative  the  main  question  shall  be  put  to  vote  immedi- 
ately without  further  debate. 

IX.— ADJOURNMENT. 

As  this  Grand  Division  never  adjourns  but  always  closes, 
when  the  close  of  any  daily  session  of  the  Grand  Division 
interrupts  any  question,  such  question  shall  not  thereby  be 
removed,  but  its  consideration  shall  be  resumed  upon  the 
opening  of  the  next  daily  session. 

X. — DIVISION  OF  A  QUESTION. 

-  Any  proposition  containing  two  or  more  distinct  ques- 
tions, shall  upon  the  request  of  any  member,  be  divided, 
and  the  questions  considered  separately. 

XI.— FILLING  BLANKS. 

In  filling  blanks  on  any  proposition  the  question  shall 
first  be  taken  on  the  largest  sum  or  longest  time  proposed. 

XII.  — APPEALS. 

Any  member  may  appeal  from  any  decision  of  the 
Grand  Chief  Conductor,  and  the  question  shall  be:  "Shall 
the  decision  of  the  Grand  Chief  Conductor  be  sustained  ?  " 
If  a  majority  of  the  members  present  vote  in  the  affirmative 
the  decision  shall  be  sustained,  if  less  than  a  majority  vote 
in  the  affirmative  the  decision  shall  be  reversed. 

XIII.  — DEBATE. 

No  member  shall  be  allowed,  except  by  general  con- 
sent, to  speak  more  than  twice  on  any  question,  provided 
the  mover  may  have  the  privilege  of  closing  the  debate. 
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Nor  shall  any  member  speak  more  than  five  minutes  at  one 
time,  except  by  general  consent.  The  following  motions 
shall  not  be  debatable:  "To  take  up  orders  of  the  day  or 
special  orders;"  ''To  read  papers;"  "To  withdraw  a  motion;" 
"To  lay  on  the  table,"  and  for  "The  previous  question." 

XIV. — IN  CASE  OF  A  TIE  VOTE. 

The  Grand  Chief  Conductor  is  entitled  to  a  vote  on  all 
questions  before  the  Grand  Division,  and  in  case  of  a  tie  he 
shall  have  the  casting  vote,  except  for  the  election  of  of- 
ficers. 

XV.— MEMBERS  MUST  VOTE. 

It  is  the  absolute  duty  of  every  member  to  vote  on  all 
questions  before  the  Grand  Division,  and  a  member  can  only 
be  excused  from  voting  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Grand  Di- 
vision, except  when  the  individual  rights  of  a  member  are 
concerned,  when  the  member  interested  shall  not  be  per- 
mitted to  vote,  and  may  be  excluded  from  the  body  during 
the  taking  of  the  vote. 

XVI. — RECONSIDERATION. 

When  the  vote  on  any  question  has  been  by  the  usual 
sign,  any  member  may  move  a  reconsideration,  but  when 
the  vote  has  been  by  call  of  members,  a  reconsideration  can 
be  moved  only  by  a  member  who  voted  with  the  prevailing 
side.  A  reconsideration  may  be  moved  at  any  time  during 
a  regular  session. 

XVII.  -COMMITTEES. 

The  standing  committees  of  this  Grand  Division  shall 
have  power  to  sit  during  any  session  thereof,  and  all  select 
committees  shall,  unless  otherwise  ordered,  consist  of  three 
members  each,  and  report  to  the  session  of  the  Grand  Di- 
vision by  which  they  are  appointed. 
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XVIII. — REPORTS  OF  COMMITTEES. 

Reports  of  committees  may  be  received  by  general  con- 
sent, but  if  any  objection  is  made  the  question  must  be  sub- 
mitted to  vote.  When  a  report  is  received  by  the  Grand 
Division,  if  no  order  is  made  to  "  lay  on  the  table,"  or  for  a 
"special  order,"  it  shall  immediately  be  considered. 

XIX. — READING  MINUTES. 

The  Grand  Secretary's  minutes  of  the  business  trans- 
acted shall  be  read,  corrected  and  approved,  just  before 
the  close  of  each  daily  session. 

XX. — DUTY  OF  PRESIDING  OFFICER. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  presiding  officer  to  decline  to  enter- 
tain any  order,  motion,  resolution  or  amendment  that,  in  his 
judgment,  is  not  in  proper  form,  or  is  not  presented  at  the 
proper  time.

PREAMBLE. 


Whereas:  The  Conductors'  Brotherhood  by  their 
Grand  Officers  and  Representatives  in  the  Grand  Division 
assembled,  at  the  Second  regular  session  thereof,  held  in 
the  city  of  Columbus,  Ohio,  commencing  on  the  15th  day  of 
December,  1868,  in  order  to  provide  a  fund  for  the  benefit 
of  the  heirs  of  the  deceased  members  thereof,  did  organize 
and  institute  the  Conductors'  Brotherhood  Mutual  Life  In- 
surance Association,  and 

Whereas:  The  Constitution  of  the  Order  of  Railway 
Conductors,  the  legitimate  successors  of  the  Conductors' 
Brotherhood,  provides  for  the  continuation  and  government 
of  the  Association  under  the  name  and  title  of  the  Mutual 
Benefit  Department  of  the  Order  of  Railway  Conductors, 

Therefore^  The  Order  of  Railway  Conductors  by 
their  Board  of  Directors  at  a  regular  meeting  held  at  the 
offices  of  the  Association  in  Cedar  Rapids,  Iowa,  on  the  gth 
day  of  June,  1891,  and  in  accordance  with  the  direction  of 
the  Grand  Officers  and  representatives  of  the  said  Order 
of  Railway  Conductors  in  Grand  Division  assembled  at 
the  Twenty-third  regular  session  thereof,  and  in  accordance 
with  existing  constitution  and  laws,  do  hereby  enact,  ordain 
and  establish  the  following  laws  for  the  government  and 
conduct  of  the  Mutual  Benefit  Department  of  the  Order 
of  Railway  Conductors  to  take  effect  and  be  in  full 
force  on  and  after  the  1st  day  of  July,  A.  D.,  1891,  and  all 
former  laws  are  hereby  repealed. 
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LAWS  GOVERNING  THE  MUTUAL  BENEFIT  DEPARTMENT  OF  THE 
ORDER  OF  RAILWAY  CONDUCTORS. 

ARTICLE  I. 

TITLE  AND  GOVERNMENT. 

This  Department  shall  be  known  under  the  name  and 
title  of  the  Mutual  Benefit  Department  of  the  Order  of 
Railway  Conductors  of  America,  and  shall  be  under 
the  control  and  government  of  the  Grand  Division  of  the 
Order  of  Railway  Conductors. 

ARTICLE  II. 

OBJECT. 

Its  object  is  to  aid  and  benefit  disabled  and  the  families 
of  deceased  members  of  the  Order  of  Railway  Conductors. 

ARTICLE  III. 

WHO  MAY  BECOME  MEMBERS. 

Any  member  of  the  Order  who  is  in  good  standing  may 
become  a  member  of  this  Department,  according  to  these 
laws,  and  according  to  the  following  provisions:  Any 
member  not  over  30  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  becoming  a 
member,  may  take  any  number  of  certificates  he  desires, 
not  exceeding  five.  Any  member  over  30  and  not  over  38 
years  of  age  at  the  time  of  becoming  a  member,  may  take 
any  number  of  certificates  desired  not  exceeding  four.  Any 
member  over  38  and  not  over  45  years  of  age  at  the  time  of 
becoming  a  member,  may  take  any  number  of  certificates, 
not  exceeding  three.  Any  member  over  45  and  not  over  50 
years  of  age  at  the  time  of  becoming  a  member  may  take 
any  number  of  certificates  not  exceeding  two.  Any  member 
over  50  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  becoming  a  member  shall 
be  allowed  only  one  certificate. 
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ARTICLE  IV. 

OFFICERS. 

The  officers  of  this  Department  shall  consist  of  an  In- 
surance Committee,  a  President  and  a  Secretary.  The  In- 
surance Committee  shall  be  elected  by  the  Grand  Division 
of  the  Order.  The  Grand  Chief  Conductor  of  the  Order 
shall  be,  ex-officio,  the  President,  and  the  Grand  Secretary 
of  the  Order  shall  be,  ex-officio,  the  Secretary. 

ARTICLE  V. 

THE  INSURANCE  COMMITTEE. 

The  Insurance  Committee  shall  be  the  executive  head  of 
the  Department,  and  no  expenses  for  legal  services  shall  be 
incurred  in  this  department  unless  approved  by  this  Com- 
mittee. They  shall  decide  any  question  that  may  arise 
during  recess  of  the  Grand  Division,  such  decision  to  be 
.final  until  reversed  by  the  Grand  Division.  All  death  or 
disability  claims  shall  be  subject  to  their  examination,  and 
no  claim  shall  be  paid  until  approved  by  them.  In  case  of 
a  majority  and  minority  report  on  any  claim/it  shall  be  held 
in  abeyance  until  passed  upon  by  the  Grand  Division.  Any 
member  may  appeal  to  the  Grand  Division  or  the  Board  of 
Directors.  The  senior  member  of  the  committee  shall  be 
the  chairman,  and  shall  submit  biennially  a  written  report  of 
all  business  transacted  by  them.  They  shall  receive  for 
their  services  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  each  per  an- 
num, and  their  necessary  expenses  shall  be  paid  after  being 
audited  by  the  Trustees  and  approved  by  the  Grand  Chief 
Conductor. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

THE  SECRETARY. 

The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  true  record  of  all  the  busi- 
ness of  the  Department,  a  register  of  the  members,  with  the 
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number  and  date  of  each  certificute  issued,  receive  and  hold 
in  trust  all  funds  of  the  Department,  and  for  each  approved 
claim  he  shall  as  soon  as  possible,  pay  to  the  proper  person 
or  persons  one  dollar  for  each  certificate  on  which  the  as- 
sessment for  such  claim  has  been  paid,  provided  no  pay- 
ment shall  exceed  one  thousand  dollars  for  each  certificate 
held  by  the  claimant.  He  shall  submit  a  correct  report  bi- 
ennially or  oftener  if  required  by  the  Insurance  Committee,  of 
business  transacted  by  him,  number  of  members,  and  the 
condition  of  Department,  and  exhibit  proper  vouchers  for 
all  expenditures.  His  books  shall  at  all  times  be  subject  to 
the  inspection  of  the  Insurance  Committee,  or  any  person 
appointed  by  them. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

APPLICATIONS. 

All  applications  for  membership  must  be  made  in  writ- 
ing, to  the  Secretary,  and  every  applicant  must  certify  be- 
fore the  Secretary  of  the  local  Division  that  he  is  in  good 
health,  free  from  any  disability,  and  to  the  best  of  his  know- 
ledge and  belief  he  is  subject  to  no  hereditary  disease. 
Such  certificate  must  be  verified  by  a  Secretary  under  seal 
of  his  Division,  and  applications  must  invariably  be  accom- 
panied by  the  required  fee.  Applicants  must  also  be  rec- 
ommended by  three  members  of  the  Department,  who  shall 
certify  to  the  truth  of  the  application.  Any  member  of  this 
Department  may  protest  against  the  admission  of  any  per- 
son. When  the  application  is  in  due  form,  there  is  no  pro- 
test, and  the  Secretary  knows  no  cause  why  a  certificate 
should  not  be  issued,  he  shall  immediately  issue  it  in  ac- 
cordance with  Article  IX.  When  a  protest  is  entered 
against  the  admission  of  any  person,  all  papers  shall  be 
referred  to  the  Insurance  Committee,  but  any  person 
may  appeal  from  their  decision  to  the  Grand  Divis- 
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on,  and  they  shall  present  such  appeal  with  all  papers  per- 
taining thereto,  to  the  Grand  Division  at  its  first  session 
thereafter. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

FRAUDULENT  STATEMENTS. 

Fraudulent  or  false  statements  to  procure  the  issue  of 
a  certificate  shall  be  sufficient  cause  for  the  revocation  of 
the  same,  or  the  non-payment  of  any  claim. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

Applicants  for  membership,  if  accepted,  shall  be  duly 
accredited  as  members  from  the  date  their  application  is 
certified  by  a  Division  Secretary,  and  certificates  must  be 
dated  to  correspond. 

ARTICLE  X. 

FEES. 

A  fee  of  one  dollar  for  each  certificate  must  accompany 
every  application  for  membership  in  this  Department.  All 
amounts  received  for  fees  shall  be  placed  to  the  credit  of 
the  expense  account.  In  case  any  application  is  rejected 
the  fee  shall  be  returned.  Every  member  of  Class  A  who  is 
in  good  standing  shall  exchange  his  certificate  in  Class  A 
for  three  certificates  under  this  law  without  the  payment  of 
any  fee,  and  without  physical  examination,  and  members  so 
exchanging  shall  be  classified  according  to  age  at  the  time 
of  such  exchange,  provided  that  not  less  than  three  certifi- 
cates shall  be  given  in  exchange  for  each  one  now  held. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

ASSESSMENTS  AND  FORFEITURES. 

When  a  claim  is  approved,  the  Secretary  shall,  as  soon 
as  practicable;  thereafter,  issue  a  notice  to  every  member 
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whose  membership  dates  on  or  before  the  date  of  the  claim, 
giving  the  name  of  the  person  on  whose  account  the  claim 
is  made,  to  whom  payable,  cause  and  date  of  death  or  dis- 
ability, and  particulars  of  any  claim  or  claims  paid,  and 
shall  notify  each  to  forward  to  him,  immediately,  one  dollar 
for  each  certificate  held,  except  as  provided  in  Article  XV. 
If  any  such  assessments  is  not  paid  within  sixty  days  of  the 
date  of  the  notice  thereof,  the  certificate  or  certificates,  on 
which  such  payments  have  not  been  made,  shall  be  for- 
feited, together  with  all  rights  to  any  benefits  thereunder. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

WITHDRAWALS. 

Any  member  may  withdraw  by  paying  all  assessments 
for  which  notice  has  been  issued  up  to  the  date  of  notice  of 
withdrawal,  except  as  provided  in  Section  4,  Article  3,  of 
the  Statutes. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

DEATH  CLAIMS. 

When  the  death  of  a  member  of  this  department  oc- 
curs, proof  of  such  death  shall  be  made  upon  blanks  furn- 
ished by  the  Secretary  in  accordance  with  instructions  of 
the  committee,  and  a  sworn  affidavit  of  the  Chief  Conductor, 
the  Assistant  Chief  Conductor,  and  the  Secretary  of  a  Di- 
vision of  the  Order,  accompanied  by  a  certificate  from  the 
attending  physician  stating  the  cause  of  death,  shall  be 
prima  facie  evidence  of  a  member's  death,  and  the  claim 
shall  be  paid  after  being  submitted  to  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee and  approved  by  them.  Claims  for  benefit  must  be 
filed  within  one  year  from  the  date  of  death,  and  this  De- 
partment shall  not  pay  any  benefit  for  the  death  of  any  mem- 
ber unless  a  claim  is  filed  with  the  Secretary  within  one  year 
from  the  date  of  death.

ARTICLE  XIV. 

DISABILITY  CLAIMS. 

If  any  member  of  this  Department  becomes  disabled  by 
the  loss  of  a  hand,  or  foot,  or  by  the  total  loss  of  the  eye- 
sight, or  the  total  loss  of  the  sense  of  hearing,  and  shall  fur- 
nish a  certificate  upon  the  blank  provided  for  that  purpose 
signed  by  a  competent  physician  and  five  members  of  this 
Department  giving  the  date,  cause  and  nature  of  the  disa- 
bility, the  Secretary  shall  proceed  as  provided  in  Articles 
XI  and  XIII;  and  such  members  shall  thereatfer  be  honor- 
ary members  and  not  entitled  to  any  further  benefits;  pro- 
vided that  the  word  "loss"  when  applied- to  the  hand  or  foot 
shall  be  construed  to  mean  that  such  hand  or  foot  shall  have 
been  amputated;  and  further  provided  that  the  total  loss  of 
the  use  of  an  arm  or  leg  shall  constitute  total  disability  un- 
der the  meaning  of  this  Article;  and  further  provided  that 
no  claim  shall  be  paid  when  death  or  disability  is  caused  by 
general  disease  or  while  under  the  influence  of  liquor. 

ARTICLE  XV. 

AMOUNT  OF  BENEFIT. 

No  claim  paid  by  this  department  shall  exceed  one 
■thousand  dollars  for  each  certificate  held  by  the  deceased 
•or  disabled  member,  and  when  the  amount  in  the  Mortuary 
Fund  shall  be  sufficient  to  pay  a  claim,  no  assessment  shall 
foe  made  for  that  claim. 

ARTICLE  XVI. 

CHANGE  OF    ADDRESS— TRANSFERS. 

It  is  the  duty  of  every  member  to  notify  both  the  Sec-, 
retary  of  the  Department  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Division 
•of  which  he  is  a  member  of  any  change  in  his  address,  and 
the  Department  shall  not  be  responsible  for  any  delinquen-

cies  which  may  occur  through  any  failure  to  notify  the  Sec- 
retary of  change  of  address.  When  a  member  joins  a  Di- 
vision and  presents  a  certificate  of  membership  in  this  De- 
partment and  a  receipt  for  the  payment  of  the  last  assess- 
ment, the  local  Secretary  shall  place  his  name  upon  the  in- 
surance roll  of  that  Division. 

ARTICLE  XVII. 

DESIGNATE  PERSONS  TO  WHOM  BENEFITS  ARE  PAYABLE. 

The  applicant  may  designate  in  his  application  some 
person  or  persons  to  whom  benefit  shall  be  paid  in  the 
event  of  his  death,  and  the  Secretary  shall  enter  such  des- 
ignated name  or  names  upon  the  register  of  the  Depart- 
ment, and  also  upon  the  Certificate  of  Membership.  Any 
person  desiring  to  change  the  name  or  names  of  the  person 
to  whom  benefit  is  payable  shall  make  the  request  in  writ- 
ing upon  a  blank  provided  for  that  purpose,  which  request 
must  be  certified  by  the  Division  Secretary  under  the  seal 
of  the  Division,  and  forwarded  to  the  Secretary  with  the 
certificate  of  membership.  Upon  receipt  of  such  request  in 
proper  form,  the  Secretary  shall  make  the  requested  change 
on  the  register,  provided  no  benefit  shall  be  made  payable 
to  any  one  not  having  an  insurable  interest  in  the  life  of  the 
member. 

ARTICLE  XVIII. 

DUPLICATE  CERTIFICATES. 

The  Secretary  shall,  upon  application,  upon  a  blank 
provided  by  him,  issue  certificates  to  replace  any  which 
may  be  lost  or  destroyed.  Such  certificate  must  be  plainly 
marked  duplicate,  and  notation  of  the  issue,  with  date,  made 
upon  the  register. 
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ARTICLE  XIX. 

NOTICE  OF  ASSESSMENT. 

The  notice  of  assessment  shall  be  written  or  printe'd,  or 
partly  written  and  partly  printed,  and  placed  in  an  envel- 
ope, properly  addressed  to  the  member  for  whom  it  is  in- 
tended, as  the  address  is  shown  on  the  books  of  the  Depart- 
ment, one  full  rate  of  postage  paid  thereon,  and  deposited 
in  the  post-office.  The  envelope  in  which  such  assessment 
notices  are  enclosed  must  have  a  printed  (i  return  card" 
thereon. 

To  insure  proper  credit  being  given,  members  must  re- 
turn the  notice  of  assessment  with  the  remittance,  and  the 
Department  shall  not  be  responsible  for  any  errors  that  may 
occur  in  consequence  of  failure  of  any  member  to  return 
any  notice.  The  Secretary  will  then  stamp  the  notice 
"  paid,"  with  the  date,  and  deposit  the  same  in  the  post-of- 
fice, properly  addressed,  and  the  notice  so  stamped  shall  be 
a  sufficient  receipt  for  payment  of  the  assessment. 

ARTICLE  XX. 

BENEFIT — TO  WHOM  PAYABLE. 

In  case  the  designated  payee  of  a  member  should  not 
survive  him,  the  benefit  shall  be  paid  to  the  first  named  who 
shall  survive  him  as  follows: 

ist.  In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  lawful 
will  of  the  deceased,  should  one  be  left. 

2d.    To  the  widow  of  the  deceased. 

3d,    To  the  child  or  children  of  the  deceased. 

4th.    To  the  father  of  the  deceased. 

5th.    To  the  mother  of  the  deceased. 
In  default  of  the  above,  the  expenses  of  the  last  sickness 
and  funeral  of  the  deceased  shall  be  paid  by  the  Secretary, 
provided  no  other  provision  has  been  made  for  the  payment; 
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and  further  provided,  that  bills  for  the  same  are  approved 
by  the  Insurance  Committee.  In  no  case  shall  the  amount 
so  paid  exceed  the  benefit,  and  bills  for  such  expenses  shall 
be  paid  in  the  order  of  their  presentation  to  the  Secretary. 
Any  balance  remaining  after  this  section  has  been  complied 
with  shall  revert  to  the  Expense  Fund  of  the  Department. 

ARTICLE  XXL 

BENEFIT — TO  WHOM  PAYABLE. 

When  a  disability  claim  is  approved  for  payment,  the 
benefit  shall  be  paid  to  the  disabled  member,  except  when 
such  disability  is  caused  by  permanent  insanity,  when  it 
shall  be  paid  as  follows: 

ist,  wife;  2d,  child  or  children;  3d,  father;  4th,  mother. 

In  default  of  the  above,  the  benefit  shall  be  held  in 
trust  by  the  Secretary,  and  expended  solely  for  the  benefit 
of  such  disabled  member,  by  the  advice  and  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Insurance  Committee,  In  case  of  the  death 
of  such  disabled  member  before  the  full  amount  of  the  ben- 
efit is  expended,  the  balance  will  be  paid  as  provided  in 
Article  XX. 

ARTICLE  XXII. 

MONEY — HOW  FORWARDED. 

All  money  must  be  forwarded  by  express,  draft,  or  post- 
office  order,  and  all  charges  for  expressage,  collection  or  ex- 
change must  be  prepaid. 

ARTICLE  XXIII. 

APPLICATION — FORM  OF. 

All  applications  for  membership  in  this  Department 
shall  be  in  the  form  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  when  ap- 
proved by  the  Committee. 
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ARTICLE  XXIV. 

AMENDMENTS. 

These  laws  can  only  be  repealed,  altered  or  amended 
in  accordance  with  Section  i,  Article  XI.  of  the  Constitu- 
tion. 

ARTICLE  XXV. 

EXPENSE  ASSESSMENT, 

The  Insurance  Committee  shall  order  an  expense  as- 
sessment at  any  time  upon  application  from  the  Secretary, 
showing  that  there  is  less  than  $500  balance  to  the  credit  of 
the  expense  account.  Such  application  shall  contain  a  full 
statement  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  expense 
account  from  the  date  of  the  last  expense  assessment.  Any 
member  refusing  or  neglecting  to  pay  the  same  as  pro- 
vided on  the  face  of  the  notice  shall  forfeit  all  rights  in  th  e 
Benefit  Department  the  same'  as  those  suspended  for  non- 
payment of  the  benefit  assessments.
